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Legislators React to Special General Assembly Session 



Virginia Beach's representa- 
tives in the Virginia General 
Assembly are generally pleased 
IWtt the new State Constitution 
Just drawn by the longer-than- 
expected special session just 
ended in Richmond. 

The session was expected to 
take about 30 days to complete 
its assigned task, but the leg- 
islators spent 59 instead. Vir- 
ginia Beach's representatives 
feel the time was well-spent, 
and that the state will have 
a Constitution that the residents 
of Virginia can vote for next 
year, then live with in the 
coming years. 

The 1970 legislature must 
now pass again on the new Con- 
stitution without changing one 
word. Then the voters get the 



six-part package in a referen- 
dum in November 1970. Upon

passage the new Constitution 

takes effect. 

■ General comments on the 

Constitution from Virginia 

Beach legislators are generally 

optimistic. 

Del. Kenneth Whitehurst, Jr. 
said, "I think it is a very 
good improvement, especially 
where financial provisions are 
concerned. This modernized 
document will give Virginia a 
chance to step forward, and no 
radical changes were made." 

Del. R. Middleton said, "It 
will be a terrific asset to the 
state which I believe the people 
of the state can accept." 

State Sen. Edward T. (Ned) 
Caton III, said, "I believe that 
the result will be a good work- 



ing Constitution for many years 
to come."

Caton added ttiat he thought 
a number of progressive steps 
have been set forward and that 
Tnhe"people will accept them 
the state will have a document 
that has "molded together the 
various degrees of thought" 
from around the state. 

Vote on the Constitution has 
separated the more contro- 
versial measures from the body 
of the document, so that incase 
of defeat of any one item, the 
rest can still be enacted. 

All three agreed that this was 
a good move. The controversial 
issues included removal of the 
prohibition of lotteries in Vir- 
ginia; iseWng new borrowing 
limits/of the state on general 
obligation bonds; setting liml6 
on revenue-producing bonds; 



tuition grants to retarded and 
handicapped children in private

schools; and powers to th« 
Assembly to draw botindary 
lines of Richmond. 

Whitehurst said he Is slightly 
worried about the financial sec- . 
tions but that with proper ed- 
ucation the voters would under- 
stand these sections better. He 
added that while some $600 
million would be able to be 
borrowed, "the nature of the 
Assembly to this time points 
to fiscal responsibility." 

Middleton agreed that there 
was some apprehension, but 
said he felt the controversial 
issues, all of them, would be 
approved by the voters. 

Caton said he was glad the 
package was set up this way

Proving o1l?raiiatffltet Stirf- 
ing regulations and feelings 
toward surfing at Virginia 
Beach are quite a problem, last 
week's SUN SURVEY actually 
proves very little. 

Of those who answered last 
week's question, "Should all 
surfing activities be banned 
along the Virginia Beach ocean 
front except at Steel Pier and 
at Sandbridge in areas desig- 
nated in previous years", 55 
per cent said "Yes", and 45 
per cent said "No". 

Many who answered in the 
affirmative added comments 
which indicated they would ap- 
prove of doing away with surf- 
ing entirely in the city. Many 
who answered in the negative 
added comments that stated they 
would like to see many ad- 
ditional areas open and hours 
at all beach areas expanded. 

Several who replied admitted 
living on the oceanfront. One 
such reply also brought a letter. 
(See "Letters to the Editor," 
p. 4.) This writer was not 
totally against surfing activi- 
ties, however. 

The problem then is still a 
large one and not settled by 
recent recommendations. The 
SUN SURVEY finds an almost 
split opinion on the matter. 

While the public opinion poll 
does not profess to represent 
the thinking of all residents of 
Virginia Beach, it does repres-

City Council Monday ap- 
pointed six members to the Min- 
imum Housing Board of Ap- 
peals.

Action taken by City Council 
in closed session Tuesday could 
have far -reaching implications. 
The special session, hastily 
called when it was learned from 
City Attorney Harry Marshall 
that the city had only a short 
time left- in which to make a 
decision on a condemnation suit, 
decided to move for dismissal 
of the suit. 

A week ago City Manager 
Roger Scott announced that he 
would recommend to City Coun- 
cil that the city move to dis- 
miss the suit a^nst Mrs. Betty 
Jackson after a $45,000 award 
was made to her In condemna- 
tion proceedings by commiss- 
ioners for her property that 
lies within the proposed ex- 
panded city hall complex at 



Scott said at ttat time that 
he thought the award was too 
high. He intowned City Council 
of this Monday in r^ar sess- 
ion and recommended that the 
city take a sharp look at the 
other ten parcels now under 
negotiation within the proposed 
complex where price is con- 
cerned. He further recommend- 
ed that if lower prices for the 
land and houses could not be 
negotiated he thought a new 
master plan study should be 



undertaken by the city planning 
department with an eye toward 
future planning on land there 
that is presently owned by the 
city. 

The recommendations were 
not acted upon by City Council 
Monday, and the matter was 
taken under advisement for two 
weeks so that Council could 
study the matter further, at the 
request of Vice Mayor Robert 
CromweU. 

Then the City Attorney in- 
formed Scott that he had learned 
the city only had ten days In 
which to decide on SippfoX or 
dismissal. Thus the hurry-up 
meeting Tuesday. 

As a result of that meeting, 
Marshall was to draw the 
necessary papers, along with 
•tiie city's attorney in the case. 



that would initiate dlismlssal 
action. 

The suit was begun by the 
city when Mrs. Jackson would 
not accept the city's offer of 
$20,000 for her house and pro- 
perty.

He said that property owned 
by Councilman, J. Curlts Payne 
was bought at a price 50 per 
cent higher than the city app- 
raisal. Payne, who was not 
connected with the city at that 
time, Is chairman of the build- 
ing committee which originally 
recommended the condemnation 
dismissal to Scott. Payne also 
commented that he believed the 
house on his property was worth 
more.

Murphy Contended In his 
letter that Virginia Beach 
attorneys and. appraisers could 
have done just as well. He also 
addressed the regular meeting 
of Council Monday, restating his 
position and saying that he felt 
hometown men would possibly 
have received more considera- 
tion by the commissioners. 

Scott told Council at the In- 
formal meeting that he had-tokl- 
Murphy his interests would 
seem to be more politically 
motivated than clvlc-mlnded.

Rudee Inlet Is open and clear 
again. The large dredge of the 
Virginia Beach Erosion Comm- 
ission, working two shifts for 
about two weeks, cut out the 
last of the offending sandbar 
last Friday night, just in time 
for the weekend boat traffic. 

The charter boats were there 
Saturday morning to pick up 
passengers for fishing ejq^edi- 
tions off the Capes. The depth 
outside the jetties is 14 feet 
and 10 feet inside, according to 
a report by E41sworth Morse, 
superintendent of the commiss- 
ion. He made his report to City 
Manager Roger Scott Monday 
morning and said the channel is 
in the best condition it ever has 
been. 

As the inlet opened, the city's 
boat ramp off General Booth 
Blvd. at Owl's Creek also open- 
ed and enjoyed considerable use 
over the weekend. 

Meanwhile the opening of 
Rudee Inlet again has not ended 
the controversy surrounding 
keeping it open. Last week the 
Rudee Inlet Authority decided 
to discuss with E.H. Church, 
chairman of theErosionComm- 
ission, the possibility of having 
the Army Corps of Engiiieers 
take over themaintenenceofthe 
channel.

Terr weeks from the date a 
Federal income tax return call- 
ing for a refund is mailed, the 
taxpayer either has his check or 

■ a letter explaining why it is 
held up, James P. Boyle, Dis- 

"Tricl DTr'e cTo i" of Internal 
Revenue for Virginia, said 
today. 

For this reason, a taxpayer 
who has not heard- about his 
refund should wait 10 weeks 

-before writing IRS. By waiting 
this length of time, most tax- 
payers will find their inquiry 
onnecfssary, Boyle said. 

If it becomes necessary to 
write, the taxpayer should In- 



dicate where and when he filed 
his return and give his name, 
address and social security 
number, Boyle said. 

Millions of tax returns are 
handled every filing season at 
the IRS Service Center in Phil- 
adelphia which serves approx- 
imately 23 million tax-payers in 
Virginia and four other states 
and the 'District of Columbia. 
The volume of processing oper- 
ations there m a k e s it pract- 
ically impossible for IRS to 
locate a particular return and to 
answer any questiOti about it 
until processing is complete.

action on a proposal by City 
Manager Roger Scott to lower 
sewage rates from $10.50 a 
quarter to $6 in its areas of 
operation in the city. The areas 
included are Virginia Beach 
Borough, Larkspur, Point-0- 
Woods, Lakeville Estates and 
Lake Shores. 

As in the case of private 
utility companies, including 
Princess Anne Utilities and 
Aragona Utilities (now seeking 
rate hikes), the city's system 
will be connected to the lines 
of Hampton Roads Sanitation 
District in the near future. An 
additional fee of about $4.57 
will be tacked on hpmes for 
the HRSD service at that time, 
and the city's ordinance would 
move to keep its rates about 
the same. The matter was de- 
ferred only because several 
Councilmen said they had not 
had a chance to study the matter 
in full. 

In addition final passage was 
given to the city's $44 million 
budget and new tax structures 
which go into effect on July 
1. The utility tax increase, 
however, goes into effect on 
June I,—' T— —

Suspects 
Arrested 
In Hampton 

Close cooperation between 
the police departments of the 
cities of Virginia Beach and 
Hampton led to the arrest Tues- 
day night of four suspects 
accused of burglarizing the 
Orval Caddy home on Five 
Forks Road last weekend. 

The suspects were identified 
by police as William A. Eason, 
Robert L. Lavender, Robert J. 
Smith, all of Newport News, 
and Smith's brother, Carroll 
L. Smith of Hampton. 

According to investigators 
six shotguns valued at $850, 
a coin and currency- collection 
worth $1,200, and savings twnds 
worth $125 were taken^ from 
the home during the burglary. 
Officials said a Hampton 
police' officer Tuesday evening 
stopped a vehicle fitting the 
description of a ear being sought 
in connection with the case. 
The officers investigation re- 
pibrteidfy le^ to the discovery 
of four shotguns . concealed in 
the vehicle, which was occupied 
at the. time by the four sus- 
pects. 

Virginia Beach police, after 
being alerted by Peninsula 
police, travelled to Hampton 
with Caddy who reportedly 
identified the weapons as being 
stolen from his Five Forks 
Road home. 

The suspects in addition to 
being charged with burglary in 
Virginia Beach, may face 
charges of possessing stolen 
goods in the city of Hampton. 
Authorities said they are still 
seeking two shotguns, the coin 
and currency collection and 
bonds taken from the dwelling. 
The general public may be able 
to assist police in the location 
of these items, as well as the 
apprehension of anyone else 
who may be connected with 
the case.

Whitehurst said he also had 
some apprehensions about the 
lottery prohibition provision 
being struck from the Consti- 
tution. While he said he favored 
the new language and looked 
to it as the forerunner of par- 
imutuel racing in Virginia 
Beach, he said he felt some 
rural voters may not feel kindly 
toward that section. 

Middleton, however, said he 
felt this section would pass but 
was hesitant to suggest if and 
when racing would come to Vir- 
ginia. 

Caton agreed in part with 
Middleton, but said that "local 
option has indicated progres- 
sivism statewide" and that 
possibly racing would come to 
Virginia as the result of the 
new provision if the matter is 
pursued by Interested parties 
statewide. 

None of the three could see 
any real opposition to the new ^ 
tuition grant proposal, but Caton ' 
said he was worried what would 
happen if it did not pass. He 
said in that event the state would 
return to the old broad massive 
resistance provision already 
called unconstitutional by t h e 
courts. 

Middleton added that he was 
not necessarily happy with the 
compromise formula for setting 
borrowing limits and that he 
would rather have seen Jit set 
at 25 per cent of the general 
fund revenues instead of 25 per 
cent of 1.15 times the, state 
income and sales taxes. 

Caton said the most impor- 
tant immediate result to Vir- 
ginia Beach in the new Consti- 
tution would be a reapportion- 
ment in 1971, based on the 1970 
federal census. He said he felt 
sure the city wOuld get at least 
its own^senator instead of re- 
maining in a floater dlstricF 
and possibly one or two more 
delegates. 

All three said they were 
pleased generally with language . 
that has been clarified in the ' 
new Constitution which gives the - 
city a, Vcourt of. last ^eso^t''. 
in the General Assembly in case ' 
a municipally-owned utility 
serving the city makes undue 
demands, financial or other- 
wise. Some Norfolk legislators 
were trying to remove alF re- 
strictions to controls of its 
utilities serving residents out- 
side its limits, such as Vir- 
ginia Beach. 

Caton also said the Assembly 
has now left it to the localities 
concerning deferrals or relief 
to taxpayers on agricultural 
land. While he said this sec- 
tion had given him much con- 
cern, he added that he was happy 
the new document leaves this 
entirely up to the localities, 
instead of the state. 

The three, also agreed that 
the most far-reaching effects 
of the new Constitution will be 
realized from steps taken to re- 
move pay-as-ypu-go and in the 
fields of education. All three 
said they were sorry the pro- 
posal to give 18-year-olds the 
vote had not been subjected to 
a referendum, but Whitehurst 
and Middleton said they were 
not necessarily in favor of giv- 
ing them the vote. Caton was 
one of the champions of the 
young would-be voters. 

The new Constitution is con- 
sidered to be a fine amalgama- 
tion of ideas by Virginia Beach 
legislators wiOiout opening the 
door too widely. Now its up 
to the voters.

In one class are those 
who receive disability retire- 
ment pay for service Incurred 
injuries or diseases. The sec- 
ond group are those who hajje 
been retired with pay because 
of longevity of service. 

Both of these groups may be 
overlooking the fact that Vet- 
erans Administration may have 
ce rtain benefits^ that would be- 
hoove them to investigate. 

The disabled retiree may find 
that Veterans Administration 
compensation will pay a greater 
fAaraount of monthly benefits than 
his retirement pay. The same 
entitlement may also provide 
additfohal benefits in the way 
of better educational or voca- 
tional training or even VA help 
for special housing or automo- 
biles.

Thorpe Sentenced 

RuAis Thorpe, Jr., 20, of 
Fuller Lane, has received a 
three year prison sentence on 
conviction of the attempted mal- 
icious wounding of two Virginia 
Beach police officers. Thorpe 
was found guilty of attackln| 
officer J. G. Malesky and de- 
tective Robert R. Monette, who 
lost his life last December 
during a police diving team 
training exercise, when the off- 
icers were investigating a tra- 
ffic accident last October. The 
attack occurred when Thorpe 
rushed into his home and grabb- 
ed a butcher knife then turned 
on the officers during their 
investigation. During the course 
of the trial Thorpe changed 
his plea to being guilty of the 
charges. Thorpe was sentenced 
to five years on each charge, 
with the sentences to run con- 
currently^ and two years of each 
sentence were suspended on 
condition of Thorpe's good be- 
havior. 

Gets Suspended Term 

Herman Frederick Wolfgang 
Becker, who recently served 
a 30 day sentence In the City 
Jail on a conviction of possess- 
ing gambling paraphernalia, has 
received a suspended 60 day 
jail sentence and a $500 fine 
on a second conviction of a 
similiar charge.

Highway. Newell, 20, of Baln- 
brldge Blvd., has already been 
sentenced to 66 years in prison 
following his conviction of rape, 
burglary and robbery charges 
In the cities of Virginia Beach 
and Chesapeake. 

Aurillo Sentenced 

David L. Aurillo has been 
fined $1,000 and given a three 
months jail sentence following 
his conviction of storebreaking. 
Aurillo was found guilty of 
Illegally entering the Virginia 
Beach Blvd. offices of Meekins 
Pontiac last Oct. 4. Investi- 
gators said a janitor discovered 
Aurillo in the building. Defense 
attorney John Moore has made 
a motion to have the verdict 
set aside on grounds of being 
contrary to law and evidence. 
A hearing is scheduled in Cir- 
cuit Court on June 26 on the 
motion. 

Legal Action Pends 

Legal action is pending in

Mrs. Pappas, who Jiad her son 
and two daughters with her at 
the time of the accident, is 
seeking $35,000 for injuries she 
received; $100,000 for Injuries 
sustained by her two-month-old 
son, plus $10,000 for his medi- 
cal expenses; $50,000 for in- 
juries received by her infant 
daughter Sue; and $50,000 for 
injuries to her two-year-old 
daughter Andrea, plus $5,000 
for the child's expenses.

Home Grown Talent 



The question has been raised 
by a political candidate con- 
cerning the hiring of apprai- 
sers and attorneys from out- 
side Virginia Beach in a con- 
demnation case that was to be 
tried by a Virginia Beach judge 
in a Virginia Beach court. 

City Manager Roger Scott 
told City Council that he had 
told the candidate, Bruce Mur- 
phy, that his interests may be 
more political than in the city 
itself. That would appear on 
the surface to be a rather un- 
fortunate statement made by 
Scott. The City Manager then 
went on to say that he had 
given Murphy the reasons why 
the outsiders had been hired in 
the controversial case that is 
still pending. (See front page) 
Those reasons were not listed 
at the meeting. 

Murphy suggested that Vir- 
ginia Beach has capable lawyers 
and appraisers that could have 
accomplished the same job as 



the outsiders did, perhaps even 
with more favorable results by 
the commissioners in a home 
town court.^ He also questioned 
why the City Attorney or his 
staff were not used in such 
cases, where no experts in par- 
ticular fields are called for. 

Casting no aspersions on the 
ability of those who handled the 
case, it does seem that Vir- 
ginia Beach men could have 
handled the jobs, and we feel 
the entire matter needs more 
airing, M^. Scott and politics 
notwithstanding. 

— Whether the suggestion is 
politically motivated or not is 
of little concern. The best In- 
terests of Virginia Beach are of 
major concern. We believe in 
keeping city money here and 
using our own city's talent to 
best advantage. 

Attorney Murphy, not can- 
didate Murphy's, questions are 
well-founded. The imswers do 
not suffice. 



As the Traffic Grows

very so often a comment 
emanates from City Council, 
either in informal or regular 
session, about the volume of 
traffic on Virginia Beach Bou- 
levard. Most of those comments 
revolve around the fact that 
some planning should be acc- 
omplished to meet future needs. 

Then a couple of months ago 
word leaked out that the vol- 
ume was now up to the same 
point that it was when planning 
began for the Virginia Beach- 
Norfolk Expressway. That is 
certainly destined to get worse 
with new homes, apartments and 
commercial establishments be- 
ing built at a rapid clip and 
even with more and more tra- 
ffic building up each month on 
the toll road. 

Money is certainly the pro- 
blem. A new road or much ex- 
pansion* of the old one is a 
must in the near future, before 



we face a traffic situation never 
known in this city before. The 
lime has come to stop comm- 
enting on the matter and to do 
something about It. 

By the grapevine we hear 
that several studies hove been 
made of the problem, that ex- 
plorations have been made into 
getting some money and that a 
plan has been set forth to elim- 
inate median strips and make 
one- lane, one- way feeder lanes, 
allowing for more lanes. 

But nothing has beensaidoff- 
icially to allay the fears, just- 
ified fears, of the driving pub- 
lic. Granted the road is no 
longer a killer, but it certainly 
is a fender- bender. The future 
can only be worse. The public 
is entitled to know if and when 
something is going to be done 
and how its going to be paid 
for. 



Tell It Like It Is 



City Council is faced with a 
dilemma. It cannot stifle growth 
of the city by keeping the build- 
ing industry from developing 
new homes and apartments. It 
cannot approve these develop- 
ments where new schools will 
be necessary, thus causing a 
new tax burden. 

There is no easy solution. But 
there is little doubt as to the 
eventual course to be taken. The 
developments must be approved 
and the city must grow. The 
necessary services will have to 
be provided, at whatever cost 
necessary. Some adjustments 
can hopefully be made so that^ 
th^ homeowner will not have to 
bear the full brunt of the fin- 
ancial increases. If not, then 
that is the price we must pay 
for progress, like it or not. 
But, no matter whax, v/e cannot 
stand still, or always enjoy tax 
rate reductions to appease. 

New schools are already on 



the drawing boards anyway and 
new sites are in the negotiat- 
ing stages. We must not delude 
ourselves into thinking we are 
now ready to meet the future. 
The school board has just hired 
a full-time planning director. 
That should be some indication 
of things to come. 

Few are really ready to talk 
about it yet, especially in light 
of the ijudget^ the new assess- 
ments and next year's City 
Council election, but a bond 
issue next year for schools is 
almost sure to be held, and It 
must be passed. 
^We must not allow our city 
officials to hide their heaHIdnd 
wait until the problem is even 
more critical before talking 
about it. It must all be told 
now and as the bond Issue near s. 
An educated public, aware of the 
problems and needs. Is more 
agreeable to dipping into its 
pocket.

Finding the Formula 



Now it's official. Lt. Gov. Fred Pollard has 
a ticket foi;- the July Primary. Running with 
him are State Sen. Carrington Thompson of 
Chatham for the second spot on the ballot and 
Del. Guy Farley of Fairfax, seeking the job of 
Attorney General. 

It was pointed out in making the ticket official 
that the three have a total of 40 years ex- 
perience in governing and thatj^he ticket offers 
a unified team that can best serve Virginia. 

All this is very impressive, but William 
Battle and Henry Howell maintain they will go 
it alone. So will all the other candidates for 
lieutenant governor and attorney general. 

Many see the ticket as the one thing that 
may save the Democratic party in Virginia. 
They feel that if all three are nominated the 
party can unify easier for a bitter campaign 
asainst strong GOP opposition in the fall. 
But others do not agree. They feel a ticket 
will further factionalize the party afld cause 
more unrest that can only serve the best 
interests of Republicans. 

The Pollard-Thompson-Farley ticket is bas- 
ing much on experience and an orderly trans- 
fer of ^overnjnent^from one administration to 
another, since all have played key roles in 
the progressive administration of Gov. Mills 
L. Godwin, Jr. 

Obviously the others are basins their cam- 
paigns on the old "It's time for a change" 
routine. In itself that doesn't make this cam- 
paign a bit different from any other. 

The big difference this time is that the 
Democrats must finally face the independent- 
minded voters of the statp and put their best 
feet and candidates forward. They are aware 
they cannot win hands down anymore and that 
a real two-party fight is just around the corner 
... as the primary is over. 

This^ dilemma of the party - that is, trying 
not to get too down and dirty in a faction 
fight before the primary - is beginning to spill 
over into House of Delegates races statewide. 

In Virginia Beach, for instance, none of the 
four candidates in the primary are publicly 
I'itching th ir campa'?n; to a gvAeriatfinal 
coaHnM. i.:;; mi oft • !>efn done in the past. 



Their leanir.£>; areperh'^ps well-known, but it's 
just not something to campaign on this year. 
While the GOP has enjoyed little success so far 
in Virginia Beach, all four are aware of what 
could happen here too if the statewide race 
gives Linwood Holton the edge. 

And nobody is about to sell the GOP nominee 
sl^ort. He's flitting around the state like a pro, 
collecting old lOU's from party faithfuls who 
have never had a golden boy to look to before. 
He's making some good speeches and gaining 
much ground. 

The Democrats everywhere are aware of 
what this could mean if the intra^party fight 
gets too hot. Too many, wltether or not they 
favored the candidacy of Mr. Humphrey last 
fall, remember what the party split in the 
summer did to the party in the fall. The 
closeness of that presidential race is still too 
fresh in the minds of many Democrats in 
Virginia. 

And so the result of all this could be a real 
donnybrook or a tepid campaign full of "issues" 
and lacking personalities. This may not prove 
much, but the course looks right. 

Right now in Virginia Beach it's a better 
than even bet the House candidates will not 
necessarily avoid the statewide race, but will 
play it down as far as possible in order to 
maintain a delicate balance with the voters 
and to prepare for a long hard autumn. 

Even ticket talk is dead in Virginia Beach 
now. Richard Guy and Bruce Murphy will 
conduct separate campaigns as independents, 
no matter how they are tagged by their 
ticket-minded opponents, B. R. Middleton and 
especially Rhae Adams. 

Anyone looking for some campaign literature 
in Virginia Beach need not go too far. All 
four of the House of Delegates entrants have 
campaign headquarters within jogging distance 
of each other. Adams and Middleton are toget- 
her, right next to Battle headquarters. Guy is 
just down the road and Murphy is acroK the 
street. 

No doubt the area of concentrated campaign 
headquarters will soon be a hotbed of concen- 
trated activity.

The population of our city was 57,000 people on Jan. 1, 1959; 
this figure had increased to 126,000 people by June 30, 1964;

VA Widows Eligible 



A veteran's widow entitled to 
GI home loan benefits is auto- 
matically eligible for the newly 
created widow's educational a- 
sistance from the Veterans Ad- 
ministration. 

But the reverse is not neces- 
sarily true, E, P. Brosnan, 
Manager of the Roanoke VA 
RegiOTial Office, reminded to- 
day. Only unremarried widows 

' of world War II, Korean Con- 
flict, and Post-Korean veterans 
who died as the result of mil- 
itary service are entitled to 
V A home loan guaranties. How- 
ever, Brosnan pointed out, un- 
remarried widows of veterans 
who served at any time since 
the Spanish-American War, and 

<* who died as the result of mil- 
itary service, are eligible for 
VA educational assistance up to 
a maximum of 36 rhonttis. In 
addition, the wives of veterans 
who are permanently and totally 



disabled because of service are 
also eligible for the educational 
benefits, which amount, to as . 
much as $130 a month for full- 
time training. 

Eligible widows of World War 
II veterans have only until July 
25, 1970, to use their GI home 
loan entitlement. 

The entitlement of eligible 
Korean Conflict widows expires 
Jan. 31, 1975, with eligible 
Post-Korean widows having 20 
year from their husband's 
death in service, 20 years from 
the veteran's discharge, or 
March 3, 1976, whichever is\ 
later, to use their entitlement^^ 

Widows and wives, eligible 
for educational assistance, have 
until Nov. 30, 1976, or eight 
years after their husbands' dea- 
ths, or VA finding of permanent 
and 40talc.dlsaMlity, whichever 
is later, to complete their ed- 
ucation or training.

She's Always Traveled a Lot

Miss Sally Armstrong, life 
science teacher atBaysideHigh 
School, enjoys traveling. It's 
a good thing, too, because her 
life has betn centered around 
travel of one sort or another. 

She was born in Belfast, Ire- 
land. When she was about two 
and a half years old the family 
moved to Aruba, an island in 
the West Indies. The moving 
was 'necessitated by her father's 
position with Standard Oil Co- 
mpany. 

While they lived in Aruba 
they would go back to Ireland 
every two years excepting the 
war years. Even though Aruba 
was attacked by Germany from 
the sea, she thinks it was one 
of the best places to be during 
World War II. For one thing 
the oil refinery there required 
that the island be well protected 
Jox strategic purposes. 

During fbe war no one was 
allowed to leave the island. 
They did not feel cut off from 
the rest of the world in any 
way, however. People from 
surrounding islands would come 
to Aruba to work the same as 
always. This mixture of people 
French, Dutch, British, Danish 
and American--gave Aruba an 
international flavor. Sally says, 
'it was a great place to be 
brought up., .there was no sick- 
ness, no prejudice.. .everyone 
got along fine." 

The beach at Aruba is des- 
cribed by her as "one of the 
prettiest beaches in the world 
with white sand and crystal 
clear water. On a trip to Aruba 
three years ago Sally was dis- 
appointed at what she found: 
Aruba had become a tourist 
spot. "The roads were paved. ,, 
there were new hotels every- 
where.. ,1 didn't even recognize 
many places." 

Sally feels that the interest 
she has developed in marine 
life grew naturally out of living 
at Aruba. The island is only 
about 20 miles long and most 
— df the activ itles4here wetfrc^n- 
tered around thewater.^wim- 
ming, sailing, skin diving. Sally 
still enjoys these sports, but 
she has to restrict her skin 
diving because of a twice-burst 
eardrum. 

Sally graduated from Xime- 
stone College in South Cacolina. 
From there she went to the Un- 
iversity of North Carolina. She 
received a National Science 
Foundation Grant to attend UNC 
and obtained a Master's Degree 
in S(dence Education, mainly 
in the field of botany, from 
that university. She is still 
going to school— again on a 
National Science Foundatioo 
Grant. At the preset she is 
taking a course at OiX in 
marine ecology to keep her pre- 
pared for the work ^le is (toing 
at Bayside. 



Sally has taught at Bayside 
High School for nine years. '^ 
She develc^ed an interest in the 
work being done at Bayside in 
marine biology. Last year she 
taught in the special city-wide 
summer session off ered at Bay- 
side in this field. She will teach 
a^ain this year. 

She descrives the course as 
"a survey course of marine ' 
life from plankton to chord- 
ates." The course includes field 
trips as well as lectures. 

It is a strenuous schedule 
for everyone involved. An ord- 
inary day last year began at 
8:30 a.m. and ended at 3 p.m. 
Students and teachers alike then 
went back to the library at night. 

Sally went with two different 
groups of students to Okracoke 
at the end of the summer on 
an extensive specimen collect- 
ing field trip. The groups, of 
about 25 each, stayed for a week. 
Accomodations for the groups 
were a little less than luxur- 
ious—they slept in sleeping 
bags, cooked their own food and 
bathed in a cold water shower. 
She also went with another 
group toKeyWestduriiigChris- 
mast 

Besides coUectinc specimen 
for their own use, the students 
collected specimen to sell to 
other schools. It paid for the 
trips and allowed the other 
schools to purchase needed 
specimen at a cheaper price 
than they would ordinarily pay. 

The marine biolog>' course is 
not continued during; the reg- 
ular school year, but the stud- 
ents organized a club, the 
Atlantic Kcolopy Club, that 
keeps interest up. The students 
keep the lab all year round., 

Parents are almost as en- 
thusiastic about the work as the 
students are. Many of the stud- 
ents plan to major in marine 
biology or oceanology when they 



graduate from Bayside. 



Sally feels that the course 
is successful and the trips are 
well worth the effort and time 
involved. She says that the trips 
stimulate the students' interest 
and help them absorb facts 
better by seeing the specimen 
in their own environment. 

In addition she thinks that 
4hfe experience of travel is good 
for them. The students learn 
to cope with new and different 
situations. As an example Sally 
said that they catch some of 
the food they eat on the trips. 
Included in their diet have been 
conchs and octopus -- "two 
things I'm sure they wouldn't 
eat at home." 

When asked if there were 
ever any disciplinary problems 
on the trips, Sally replied, 
"None whatsoever...rm a dis- 
ciplinarian.. .when I holler they 
jump...you work kids hard and 
you don't have to worry about 
them.„rm not lenient, I just 
set down the rules.. .If anyone 
causes trouble it's usually be- 
cause they haven't been dis- 
ciplined at home." 

During the winter months 
Sally lives right off the beach, 
but because of the high rent 
in the summer months she 
moves in with her mother. Her 
mother must be an understand- 
ing person because she never 
knows what she might have to 
live with. One summer Sally 
took home a gerbil and an 
iguana. She also looks after 
raccoons, possums, snakes or 
whatever else happens to be 
in the school lab. This is in 
addition to her dog, a German 
shepherd. 

Her other interests include 
sewing and painting. She worked 
for three years on the Board- 
walk Art Show Poster Comm- 
ittee. However she might be a 
little too busy^this year to help 
jut.

When the 
Dutch work up a yen for some 
really bright spicing, they goto 
one of the many Indonesian 
restaMrkhts to be fouhd in their 
country.

Peg-Panels 
Perk Up 
Kitchens 

Some handy ideas for putting 
Peg-Board to work In the kitch- 
en are offered by the Masonlte 
Home Service Bureau: 

In area over wall cabinets, 
Install panel with perimeter 
framing exposed, like a frame. 
Prime and paint the Peg-Board 
panels and use the perforations 
for fixtures that hold an electric 
clock, utensils or fancy plates. 

You can have a "wall of 
spices" at your mixing center 
simply by installing a cut-to- 
size panel and attaching it to 
narrow furring strips on a 
nearby wall. Paint it to suit 
the decor and place spice con- 
tainers on hardboard, plastic 
or glass shelves supported by 
brackets that fit the hole. 

Increase storage capacity of 
a cabinet by mounting a panel 
of perforated hardboard inside 
the door, on a side wall or as 
a center, slide-out divider. Be 
sure you leave 3/8" space be- 
hind Peg-Board for Insertion of 
fixtures. Use wood or metal 
tracks, top and bottom, for 
the divider. 

For a key rack, saw a panel 
to any desired shape, mount to 
wall or other surface on rubber 
or hardboard spacers, and use 
Peg-Board hooks to suspend 
keys. Identiflcation labels can 
be typed and fastened with cello- 
phane tape.

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Petunias Are Everywhere 



— (Batter's note: H«re Is an- 
other In the series on home 
horticulture by Wesley P. 
Judkins, Estension horticultur- 
ist at Virginia Tech.) 

Petunias are everywhere. No 
flower in recent years has had 
a more spectular rise in pop- 
ularity. It is now one of the 
most widely planted flowers in 
the U.S. 

The principal reason for the 
increased interest in petunias 
is the development of gorgeous 
new hybrid varieties. Fine sho- 
wy types are now available 
in a wide range of colors. 

Petunias will flower abund- 
antly during the entire summer. 
The blooms may be piciced with 
reckless abandon because this 
will encourage continued flow- 
ering. If the plants become too 
dense in midsummer and a large 
number of old flowers have slo- 
wed down the blooming process, 
prune the plants l>ack to about 
four inches high. New growth 
vfill start and an abundance of 
flowers can be expected until 
frost kills the plants. 

Petunias are useful in many 
places around the home. They 
provide lavish color as bedding 
plants where a mass effect is 
desired. They are excellent as 
edging plants for the flowerbed 
or border. Petunias are also 
very useful in front of shrubb- 
ery. This is" especially true 
when they are used as a ground 
cover around small shrubs dur- 
ing the first few years after 
they are planted. 

Petunias are fine plants in 
this age of container gardening. 
They are ideal for window boxes 
or planters. The tubs and urns 
on your patio or terrace will 
have extra appeal with petunias. 
And, they are very useful in 
hanging baskets. 

Petunias are easy to grow 
and produce an abundance of 
flowers with a munimum of 
care. They will grow vigorously 
in the average garden soil. Work 
a moderate application of fert- 
ilizer into the soil when you 
spade or rototill your flower 
bed. Use about three pounds 
of 5-10-5 per 100 square feet 
or per 50 feet of row. Scratch 
it lightly into the soil or muiob 
with a garden rake. 

Be sure to water your flower 
garden, or petunias in contain- 
ers regularly. However, use 
good judgment, because excess 
water or fertilizer may reduce 
flowering. Petunias are quite 
free from insect and disease 
problems so you need not worry 
about spraying. 

The petunia is more useful 
as a cut flower for arrange- 
ments than most folks apprec- 
iate. The flowers will last for 
several days. They are very 
attractive in mixed bouquets. 
The frilly pure white double 
variety Bridal Bouquet, is, as 



the name implies, very good 
for use in the wedding bouquet. 



Many types and colors of pet- 
unias are now available. The 
small single varieties have 
ftowers two or three inches in 
diameter. The blpoms of the 
large singles may be five inches 
in diameter. The new hybrids 
have solid, mottled, striped or 



veined colors, in white and 
shades of pink, red, blue and 
violet. Some have a striking 
five star marking. 



The new double petunias 
should be included in every 
garden. The blooms vary in 
size from two to four inches 
in diameter. They areavailable 
in many colors including white 
and shades of pink and violet,

A yard or garden these days 
has become more than simply 
an attractive setting for the 
house it surrounds. More and 
more families are considering 
the yard as an extension of the 
indoor living space, and look 
for ways to ci'eate different 
kinds of activity areas. A good 
idea for your spring gardening 
this year may be to plant an 
outdoor gameroom. 

The kind of play area you 
design will depend, of course, 
on the size, of your family and 
its recreational interests. Some 
suggestions from the American 
Association of Nurserymen may 
make your planning easier. 

The Nurserymen suggest that 
you plan the play area for 
flexibility. Children do grow and 
their interests change. 

For example, the recessed 
sand box you make this spring 
can be remodeled into a re- 
flecting pool some future year 
when the youngsters have out- 
grown that sort of entertain- 
ment. If you provide some paved 
area for bicycles, skates and 
sidewalk games. It can later 
become a shuffleboard court if 
your original design takes that 
revision into account. 

The play area for the little 
folks should be located near 
to the house with all of the 
various elements as close to- 
gether as possible for easy 
maintenance. A four foot hedge 
surrounding the play area will 
be an attractive addition to the 
yard while it provides limited 
screening and acts as a sound 
barrier. 

For the older children and the

adults in the family some space 
should be set aside for sports 
activities. If possible it should 
be a fairly large area some- 
what removed from the rest 
of the outdoor living room.

You may think that pruning 
time is already past, but for 
early spring flowering plants, 
it is just arriving. Such plants 
should be pruned immediately 
after they bloom so that they 
can have time to grow and form 
bloom buds for next spring. 

Such plants as forsythis, 
spireas, quince and azalea fall 
into this category. 

Plants should be pruned so 
that their natural habit can be 
maintained. Thus, in pruning 
forsythia and spirea, one keeps 
the plant rejuvenated in their 
naturally graceful forms by 
pruning out the old canes. When 
pruning quince, you will want 
to clip back to a side branch 
in addition to rejuvenating it 
by clipping out the older bran- 
ches. Azaleas are pruned very 
little, and mostly only when 
they have been allowed to be- 
come overgrown. Thus, it is 
generally a process of lowering 
the bush which can be drast- 
ically cut in early spring foll- 
owing bloom and then allowed 
to grow back in low bush form. 



To clean coated starch 
from your steam iron, rub 
the soleplate with a damp 
pad of soapy fine steel wool.

Traffic signals help to control 
traffic, but they do not auto-, 
matically insure safe pedes- 
trian movement. To prevent 
serious accidents, drivers and 
pedestrians must take their own 
extra safety precautions before 
venturing into the street. 

"Children need to be taught 
that traffic signals are only an 
aid to safe crossing," reports 
Frank W. Cox, Director, Tide- 
water Automobile Association 
(AAA). "A green light not only 
tells pedestrians to walk; it 
also permits drivers to make 
right - hand turns into their 
crosswalk. And sometimes, the 
red and green light do not co- 
incide with"W ALK"axid"DON'T 
WALK" pedestrian directives. 
Other Intersections may have 
green arrows or added signals 
for drivers which further com- 
plicate pedestrian movements. 
It is absolutely necessary that 
ctiildren take two precautions 



before crossing: first, wait for 
the' proper light; and second, 
look both ways and around the 
corner before venturing into the 
street. 

"Even when all the signals 
indicate safe crossing," he con- 
tinued, "there is still the dan- 
ger of a^ preoccupied or care- 
less driver not observing the 
light, or a car with faulty brakes 
not making a complete stop In 
time. 

"Tell your children that a 
red light always means 'stop'. 
A green light, however, does 
not mean 'go' until after they 
have stopped and have looked 
carefully around."

It takes a lot 
of money to give a baby food, 
shelter, clothing, medical care, 
etc. during the period before 
it Is placed with adpptlve par- 
ents. This service is called 
" Pr eplacement Service", which 
cost your Society $119,779.23, 
or 32.39% of the expense bud- 
get in 1968. 

The number of babies placed 
for adoption In the same period 
was: 194 In 1964, 205 In 1965, 
195 In 1966, 188 In 1967 and 
181 in 1968. $157,824.34, or 
42.68% of the 1968 ei^ense 
budget was used for this ''Pla- 
cement Service".

Men or Women........ 
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Industry Begins to Recognize Beach Potential 



Virginia Beach may well be 
on the brink of change. Industry, 
after many years of effort by 
city officials, is finally beginn- 
ing to recognize the potential 
of the city. 

The result could be rather 
startling, if only a few of the 
large industries currently in- 
terested in the city, finally do 
locate here, according to city 
officials. 

The move toward attracting 
industry has not been an easy 
task. Through the Industrial 
Development Commission, 
Tidewater Virginia Develop- 
ment Council and the state's 
industry-hunting facilities, in- 
terest in open space in Virginia 
Beach has be&n heightened. 



The xiity established an indus- 
trial park at Lynnhaven, but 
until the completion of the ex- 
pressway, interest in locating 
there was nil. Now with current 
purchases and options only one 
more parcel remains for sale 
there. The Nautical Boat Works 
began construction recently, the 
first building to rise there. 

With the successful bidding 
on the PennCentral Railroad 
property at Little Creek re- 
cently the city has large acre- 
age, some of it on the water- 
front, that is extremely import- 
ant to industry. Within the next 
few years, Virginia Beach could 
become an industrial center, 
sharing with the agricultural 
and resort industries. 



A number of private sites 
are also under consideration 
for location of industry, accord- 
ing to L. Dean Curtis, director 
of the Industrial Development 
Authority. 

He told City Council Monday 
of many of the Industrial in- 
quiries that have been received 
lately, but added that it is a 
tricky business, since much 
secrecy must be maintained un- 
til negotiations are actually 
completed. 

Curtis said that clearing has 
been completed on the 183-acre 
site at Little Creek, and that 
the land is excellent. He point- 
ed out that the elevations there 
are higher than in many other 
parts of Virginia Beach. Little 



of the land needs to be fille|^ 
according to Curtis. 

Two of the waterfront areas 
there have been rented for $50 
a month on a month-to-month, 
basis. Curtis said several com- 
pajoies are interested in leasing 
an old quonset hut there, one 
company for five years. The 
company also wants an option 
to buy. 

He said one plant wants 40 
acres of the laiKl, and another 
wants five acres on Diamond 



Springs Road. There would app- 
ear to be offical agreement 
now that nothing will be done 
there until "prudent planning" 
of the entire area is completed. 
There is also feeling that 
the acres south of Shore Drive 
should be developed first. 
Curtis and others feel that a 
planning consultant should be 
hired to work out an organi- 
zed plan for the entire tract. 
At the Industrial Commission 
meeting Tuesday Curtis and 



chairman Frank Kellam dis- 
cussed the matter further and 
heard a proposal by the engin- 
eering firm of Langley & Mc- 
Donald for engineering services 
there. 

While the city's park at Lynn- 
haven is expected to be valued 
at near $1 million by the end 
of this year and while the Little 
Creek park continues to enjoy 
high interest, private land in 
Virginia Beach is also coming 



under sharp scrutiny by poten- 
tial industrial developers. 

The commission said Tue- 
sday the major company wants 
125 acres of private land and 
has an oj()tion to purchase. Sour- 
ces say it is a manufacturing 
plant, possibly dealing in elec- 
tronics. 

Curtis confirmed that negot- 
iations had been underway since 
February. 

There is also a feeling that 
the waterfront area of the Little

City Council held another 
marathon informal session 
Monday, which brought a parade 
of individuals to the conference 
room for discussions with City 
Manager Roger Scott and Coun- 
cilmen. 

John B. James, city electoral 
board chairman, asked City 
Council to defer action on a 
t^commendation the board ma- 
de some months ago. Last win- 
ter, after long lines developed 
at many of the city's larger pre- 
cincts, the board decided to split 
at least six precincts. 

James told Council that the 
new precincts are still needed 
but that problems concerning 
locations, new registration 
books and other mechanics 
make it nearly Impossible to 
complete the task before the 
July 15 primary. 

He said that finishing the 
voter list purge and completing 
the up-to-date voter lists should 
receive top priority between 
now and then. The purge has 
been going on for some time, 
but Mrs. Anna Cotten, general 
registrar said it is impossible 
for her and her one assistant 
to finish the job by July. Coun- 
cil agreed to hire twv assls- 



household per quarter would 
then keep the rate about the 
same. The city owns lines in 
Point-0-View, Lakeville Es- 
tates,> Larkspur and parts of 
Kempsville^ But the rate in 
the old borough would jump as 
high as 350 per cent under the 
ordinance, mostly because the 
rate has been held so low over 
recent years. 

Because of the way the new 
plan would affect motel and 
hotels.

Beach Site 
For College 
Is Hopeful 

Virginia Beach officials are 
hopeful that the city will receive 
priority from the State Comm- 
unity CoHege Board for a new 
two-hear junior coUege next 
year. 

According to reports issued 
last weekend, the board will ask 
a total of $4.5 million for coll- 
eges in Region 22, which in- 
cludes Norfolk, Portsmouth, 
Chesapeake and Virginia Beach. 

Dr. Dana B. Hamel, chance- 
llor of the system and acting 
president 6f Frederick College 
in Portsmouth, made the ann- 
ouncement at a meeting of the 
Region 22 board. Each city has 
three members on the board. 
A total of $1 million will be 
used to upgrade Frederick Coll- 
ege. The rest will go toward 
a new college campus some- 
where in the region. The site 
has not been determined. The 
board will ask for the appro- 
priation from the 1970 Virginia 
General Assembly session. 

The new college would be 
housed in about 116,700 feet of 
building space. Virginia Beach 
already has a site approved for 
the college on Green Run Farm. 
While no one is willing to 
speculate publicly, Virginia 
Beach is thought to have a good^ 
chance of being the recipient of 
the new college which would 
open in the faU of 1971. Reason- 
ing behind this conclusion cen- 
ters around Portsmouth already 
being served by Frederick, 
Norfolk already being served 
by Old Dominion College and 
Chesapeake having the priva- 
tely-endowed Chesapeake Coll- 
ege, although it is not state- 
supported. Virginia Beach has 
no college of its own, with the 
exception of the small campus 
it shares with Norfolk at Vir- 
ginia Wesleyan. 

No announcement has been 
made as to when the site will 
be chosen for the 1,500 student 
college.

He cited Section 46 of the 
Virginia Constituiion in asking 
to be excused. That section 



reads, in part, "Members of 
the General Assembly shall, 
in all cases except treason, 
felony or breach of peace be 
privileged from arrest during 
the sessions of their respective 
house . . . They shall not be sub- 
ject to arrest under any civil 
process during the sessions of 
the General Assembly, or the 
15 days before the beginning or 
after the ending of any session." 

Attorneys with whom the 
matter has been discussed feel 
that Caton should not have been 
excused from the speeding 
summons altogether, but that 
the case should have been post- 
poned until after the time 
specified in the Constitution. 

Th«y say the intent of the law 
in their opinion is to insure 
that members of the General 
Assembly will be available at 
all times during the sessions 
and that the section simply 
makK certain that the business 
of the Assembly will not be 
stymied because a member 
must appear in court or be 
detained in jail or any other 
place. 

They add emirtiatically ttiat 



this section of the state Con- 
stitution does not give any 
member of theVirginiaGeneral 
Assembly the right to break 
the law as he sees fit. 

They also point out that 
Caton's signature on the 
speeding summons would ap- 
parently show that he accepted 
and admitted to the arrest at 
the time. 

While, the language of die 
section may be circumspect,

tne attorneys say they believe 
the only intention is to guaran- 
tee no interference with ttie 
workings of the legislature, not 
to guard a member against 
eventual trial or convictiOD.

Building May Set Record 



The building industry in 
Virginia Beach is having a good 
year so far, and the value of 
permits issued through April 30 
is running slightly ahead of 
last year at the same time.'

being made to utilize that area. 

He added that the resort in- 
dustry is also destined to grow 
around Rudee Inlet^and the city 
is still working with a restaur- 
ant and marina developer on 
the city-owned property there. 

He told Council th^t the Rudee 
channel is open and clear and 
that plans are being made to 
seek U. S. Army Corp. of Eng- 
ineers help in maintaining the 
channel and sand trap. He re- 
ported also that the dredge is 
being modified to get the trap 
to its desired 18-foot depth. 
He said the Krosion Commiss- 
ion is doing everything in its 
power to keep the channel open 
and that the Rudee area has 
great potential where the resort 
industry is concerned. 

Thus in a city where only 
the beaches and the farms once 
attracted newcomers, the 
wheels of industry are beginn- 
ing to turn. It should be a wel- 
come change in a city strapped 
with growing municipal needs. 
Industry will certainly help 
broaden the much-needed tax 
base. 



In 1968 only the month of 
December was far off the pace. 
This caused the city to fall 
only a few thousand dollars off 
the record pace set in 1965. 
If things continue to go as they 
have in 1969, and all indications 
are that they will, this year 
could set a new record. 

So far this year the total 
value of permits issued through 
April is $23,636,344, only 
$8,332 ahead of the $23,628,012 
last year. April 1969 ran 
$168,518 ahead of last year, with 
a total value of permits in April 
1969 at $7,354,611, as compared 
to $7,186,093 last April. 

Commercial development 
helped boost the April 1969 
total considerably. A total of 
$1,056,055 in commercial 
permits were issued. The 
largest commercial buildings 
were the new boat manufact- 
uring plant in the Lynnhaven 
Industrial Park and some of the 
buildings for Haygood Shopping 
Center on Independence Blvd. 
Also in April 174 single- 
family residence permits were 
issued, with a total value of 
$3,588,740, Townhouse and 
apartment permits were off 
measurably. Only 110 unit 
permits were issued at a value 
of $1,140,366. 

A number of new multi-family 
developments arp scheduled to 
be started soon, ' and the town- 
house and apartment value is 
expected to remain high for 
most of the rest of the year.

A $20,000 offer has been 
made by the State Department 
of Conservation for a tract of 
land which would be part of 
the proposed False Cape State 
Park. 

An option agreement is held 
on the land between the state 
and the property owners, J. C.

Land Gets Hearing 

Peter Edward Land has been 
granted a hearing before the 
State Supreme Court of Appeals 
'bn his convictions for rape and 
murder. Land, 30, has been* 
sentenced to two life terms for 
the 1967 rape and murder of 
Mrs. Carol J. Dorschel. The 
body of the 28-year-old woman 
was discovered a week after she 
was reported missing In a mud 
filled ditch alongside Virginia 
Beach Blvd. at London Bridge. 
Land was granted an appeal 
hearing on grounds that his 
trial for the crime was in error, 
in that evidence of a previous 
rape conviction was admitted 
during his 'trial, as well as 
testimqny of previous acts of 
bad conduct allegedly comm- 
itted by Land. Circuit Court 
Senior Judge Robert S. Wahab, 
Jr., who presided during Land's 
trial, previously had overruled 
a motion for a new trail made 
by Land's defense attorney. 
This new trial could be grant- 
ed If the Court of Appeals 
rules in favor of the initial 
trial being in error. 

6th Suit Filed 

A sixth suit has been filed 
in connection with a Holland 
Road school bus-auto accident 
which claimed the lives of three 
persons Feb. 3. The suit, in 
the amount of $75,000, Is on 
behalf of Elton E. Wood, father 
of Deborah Lee Wood, The 16- 
year-old girl was fatally In- 
jured when she wasapassenger 
in the auto at the time of the 
accident. The suit names John 
E. Marr and Winston G. Snider 
as codefendants. Marr is ad- 
ministrator of the estate of 
Wanda G. Bess, identified as 
driver of the auto at the time, 
while Snider Is administrator of 
the estate of Pfc, Michael Llp- 
thratt, identified as owner of 
the auto. Llpthratt and the Bess 
girl were fatally Injured in the 
accident. Five earlier suits 
filed in connection with the 
accident are seeking damages 
totalling $360,000 from the 
estate of Miss Bess.

Miss Susan A. Cummins, 18, 
of Pineridge Lane, has been 
bound over to a Circuit Court 
grand jury on charges of pos- 
sessing narcotics and attemp- 
ting to deliver a marijuana 
cigarette Into the city jail. Po- 
lice investigators said the cig- 
arette had been concealed in- 
side a tube of toothpaste the 
girl allegedly brought to the 
jail for a prisoner. The girl 
was arrested on April 12 and 
has waived a preliminary hear- 
ing. 

Zoning Appeal Made 

A meeting was scheduled last 
night between the Lake George 
Corp. and the City Board of 
Zoning Appeals regarding va- 
riance of lots on the former 
Holly Avenue between 76th and 
89th Streets. In question is 
a request to change require- 
ments of 10,000 square feet 
on property zoned as Resid- 
ence Duplex District 1 to a 
requirement of only 7, 500 
square feet. The request also 
seeks to reduce property front 
footage from 75 feet to 50 
feet. The Board last Aug. 5 
received a similar request from 
the Corporation, which was re- 
fused by Planning Director Pa- 
trick L. Standing. CircuitCourt 
Judge Robert S. Wahab, Jr., 



on April 11 also turned down 
the request. Standing indicates 
he feels the matter should be 
left at the discretion on the 
city Planning Commission.

Company Must Bargain 

The Virginia Beach contrac- 
ting firm of E. V. Williams 
Co., Inc. has been ordered by 
the National Labor Relations 
Board to enter into collective 
bargaining as the result of a 
labor dispute. The rulinc fol- 
lows the affirming that the com- 
pany participated In unfair labor 
practices when it refused to en- 
ter into negotiations with two 
unions. The unions involved 
have been Identified as the La- 
borers' District Council of Vir- 
ginia, Local 307, and the In- 
ternational Union of Operating 
Engineers, Local 147.

Group Delays Park 



Four Kings Grant residents, 
who said they represented some 
30 others, Tuesday successfully 
blocked, at least temporarily, 
further construction of a neigh- 
borhood park near the entrance 
to the subdivision. 

They appeared before the 
Parks and Recreation Comm- 
ission In protest of the park 
which they stld would cause loss 
of privacy and wildlife in the 
area,, l»wdillj»ine prices, en- 
danger chIMr6n, cause Utter- 
ing and provide a hideout for 
molesters. 

The land in question Is three- 
acres behind Prince of Peace 
Lutheran Church on Kings Grant 
Road. The church had agreed to 
lease the land to the City for$l 
a year with a provision that the 
lease could be broken at any 
time If It proved unsatisfactory. 
The neighborhood park would 
contain picnic tables, swings, 
horseshoe pits (already there), 
and other small pieces of equip- 
ment such as used on other 
leased church playgrounds. 
There would be no lights. Clear- 
ing of underbrush at the back 
of the area began last month. 
The Par4c§ and Becreatlon 
Commission said that no trees 
would be removed and that the 
area would be replanted with 
attractive shrubs. 

Commission chairman Maury 
Riganto pointed out that the 
area was zoned commercial 
before the church acquired it. 
"What kind of privacy would 
you have had with a shopping 



center there?" Then he asked 
if the group would have objected 
if the church had built the play- 
ground instead of the City. 

The park will be built on a 
30 day trial period if object- 
ions to it can be worked out. 
Harold Whitehurst, parks and 
recreation director, will take 
the group on a tour of other 
church parks In the city. 

Tony Mencini, president of 
the Kii^ Grant Civic League, 
said that the league has not 
discussed the park in an open 
meeting. "I can only speak for 
myself, but the only objection 
I see is the lack of communi- 
cation. We were never contacted 
by the parks and Recreation 
Commission about their plans. 
We have been working for some 
time for a recreation area, so 
I don't see how we can object. 
However, I don't think the lo- 
cation will attract too many 
people outside of the church." 

Most of the objectors to the 
park live along Kings Grant 
Road and Canterbury which are 
separated from the proposed 
park by a lake. 

Earlier Kenneth Cole of the 
Recreation Department report- 
ed that Redwing Park is already 
overcrowded. He said that last 
weekend more that 7,000 people 
used the park and that problems 
with the septic system had de- 
veloped. "It was not designed 
to take this many people," said 
Cole. He suggested that the 
City look for another 100 or 
200 acre park site.

and he has pmd the fine. But 
It could have been different.

lit of Virginia Beach received 
a ticket for driving 80 m.p.h. 
last year, and the matter re- 
ceived no coverage or publicity 
in the Norfolk press or other 
news media. 

The Virginia General Assem- 
bly was in session at the time 
and Caton invoked a little-used 
law of Virginia barring arrest 
of legislators while the legis- 
lature Is in session. The case 
never came to court and Caton 
did not pay the fine. 

Had Pollard's ticket come a 
few days earlier while the leg- 
islature was again in session, 
he too could have invoked the 
state law, according to Caton* s 
apparent line of thought. 

The law that Caton used is 
a bad one. Legislators also 
should be punished for breaking 
the law, as long as the work 
of the Assembly is not impaired. 
Any cases while in session 
should be heard later and de- 
cided on merits. That, after all, 
is only fair. Legislators should 
~liot be immune. "~ '~~

Enforce the Code 



City Council has finally app- 
ointed a minimum housing board 
of appeals, composed of fine, 
civic-minded individuals. It is 
about time. 

The city was without a mini- 
mum housing code for so long 
that it has now been difficult 
to upgrade some of the housing 
to meet the not-so-difficult re- 
quirements. Too many home- 
owners, especially where they 
rented homes to less fortunate 
people, looked the other way 
for too long and ignored even 
common decency. 

Since passage of the new ord- 
inance last year, these home- 
owners have had time to meet 
the standards. Now hopefully the 
code will be enforced to its 
fullest. The board of appeals 
should then be ready to meet 
any gripes and to weigh each 
contested case on its merits. 

Enforcement' of the new code 
is not a witch hunt. It is merely 
the beginning of a crackdown on 
a problem that should have been 
taken care of several years 
ago. Those that would complain 
the loudest could very well be 
those who have disregarded un- 
written rules of minimum hous- 
ing inthe past, and have probably 
made a little money on low 
standards by doing so. 

Initially those who enforce 
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and the board of appeals will 
likely have a few problems as 
they are tested. They must stand 
firm. Few structures, relatively 
speaking, in Virginia Beach are 
in trouble with the new code. 
But there are some, and we 
must be shaken out of cpmpac- 
ency to recognize this.

The other 
cities In the region already have 
some type of college. We do not.

K depends on which one you listen to if we 
are to find a front runner now. 

Generally it breaks down this way. Pollard 
still can collect on his 20 years of political 
lOU's, especially from the old line Organi- 
zation Democrats. He is the most conservative 
of the three candidates, althoughhis views have 
moderated over the years. Therefore his 
strength will come from the real Party folks 
statewide who have voted with the Organi- 
zation for years, as well as from many of 
the moderates. 

Battle on the other hand, in attempting to 
live down the Kennedy liberal image he gained 
in 1960 as the President's campaign manager 
in Virginia, has also become more conser- 
vative, but is most attractive to the rising 
moderate wing of the party. But no one is 
sure just how strong these moderates really 
are, since there has never been a true test 
of their strength. 

There is also Henry Howell to be con- 
tended with. Howell will surely have the labor 
and minority group support, which is proving 
to be a strong coalition in any race. Perhaps 
the conservatives and moderates''do not need 
this vote entirely, but some of this bloc is 
a good thing to have around, j. 

The Reiniblicans have nominated a con- 
servative, and in the final analysis, Virginia 
will probably not lean too far to the left. 
At preset specutetion ^s it that the only 
Democrat who can beat HoUon is Pollard, 
because of this feeling toward conservatism. 

No one can say for sure if it wiU come out 
this way, but it becomes htore and mtfte 
likely every, day that a runoff will be held 
in August to settle the Democrat's nominee 
questi(m. Now it wouki aK>ear to be between 
Pollard and Howell, but only time and a 
campaign will tell.

The general shortage of revenue being experienced by gov- 
ernments at all levels throughout the United States is illustrated 
by the financial position of Virginia Beach. This is particularly 
interesting because Virginia Beach is a city which is composed 
mostly of middle income residents, and therefore, doesn't have 
a particularly severe welfare problem. 

The largest financial burden of the city is the cost of educa- 
tion. The most recent annual school budget proposed for adop- 
tion called for an Expenditure of $24,000,000. At the present 
time the city has a school population of 42,000 students, tt 
is anticipated that in six years this population will increase 
to approximately 70.000 students. 

In 1969 aione, three new junior high schools will be opened. 
It is also necessary, not only to build new schools, but some 
of the older existing schools are in bad need of renovation. 
The most recent bond issue for the school system approved by 
the voters on Feb. 20, 1968 was for $14,500,000. In 1970 it will 
probably be necessary to ask the voters to approve another bond 
issue for about $12,000,000 in order to keep the growth of the 
school system even with the population. 

On June 30, 1964, the population of the city was 126,000 
people. By June 30, 1968 the population had grown to an estima- 
ted 165,000 people. By June 30, 1975, the planning commission 
estimates the population will be in excess of 300,000 residents. 
The net bonded indebtedness of the city on June 30, 1964 was 
$14,0l8,098.This figure had grown to $46,321,390.00 by June 30, 
1968. The per capita debt of the city (the amount each resident 
would owe of the total debt of the city) on J^ 30, 1964 was 
$111.25. By June 30, 1968 this debt had increased to $280.74. 

The municipal income of the city on June 30, 1964 was 
$14,547,283. This income figure had increased for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1968 to $29,840,980. In short, the d*t 
of the city is increasing 160% faster than is the Income. In 
four years the debt itself had increased 330%; the population 
had grown 130.9%; the per capita debt had increased 253% 
and the income had increased 205%. 

Any entity which has its debt increasing 160% faster than 
its income will eventually t)e in serious financial troid>le 
unless something is done to reverse ttie trend. All these bonds 
plus the interest eventually have to be repaid oijt^^oflaxes. 
Unless sometting is done to increase the reveaue, taxes will 
have to be doubled and then doubled again. When this haH)^is 
the average resident will start to take a long and a bard look 
at ffie leadership and its financial ability in deciding for whom 
to vote. 

It is the predi(^oQ oi this author tteit whra Uiis han)&)s 
a businessman's tick^; with emphasis on creating a scKUid 
business cUm^e for the growth of our city; and with stress 
on developing the natural business cq^portunities ^it arebe^ii^ 
for exploitaticH); will interest the voters. The alternatives wiU 
be to prostrate (wrselves financially and turn to Norfolk for 
financial managemsiA. This latter possibility wouU be xaost 
undesirable for nnost of the voters of Virginia Beach.

Residents ask, of what value 
to me was the service ren- 
dered by the Virginia Beach 
Volunteer Units last year? Dur- 
ing 1968 the fire departments 
of the city responded to 1,928 
fire alarms, which involved the 
use of 3,965 pieces of fire 
fighting equipment, plus an un- 
told number of man hours. The

to fire. 

Rescue Squad Volunteers 
during 1968 responded to 5,508 
were rendered on this same fee, 
they would have cost residents 
of the city another $11,265 to 
cover the 751 auto accidents 
responded to.

Wedge wood Comedy Bridges Gap Record Calls Expected 



Wedgewood Theatre in Toano 
has taken a showcase piece 
from the early 1940's and made 
it into a pleasing and creditable 
production. "Claudia" by Rose 
Franken is a schmaltzy com- 
edy-drama that has survived the 
generation gap successfully. 

By faithful reproduction of 
dress, setting and whimsy of 
the pre-war era, the Wedgewood 
-company has been able to make 
this somewhat contrived show 
more than presentable today. 
The cast works hard on a thor- 
oughly predictable script, and 
that is the difference between 
success and failure. 

Claudia is a young married, 
perhaps too young to be marr- 
ied. Her husband is a realistic 
cynic who suffers nicely through 
her shortcomings because he 
loves her. She has an unhealthy 
mother fixation but is sweet 
and lovable in her efferves- 
cence. 

Her compassion is boundless, 
to include the sad couple that 
tend the house and farm where 
they live. Her husband has left 
the big city for the farming live 
a la "Green Acres". But 



Claudia is never terribly happy 
there. 

The news that her mother is 
dying of some unidentified dis- 
ease brings all of this trauma 
to the fore with startling re- 
sults. With all the drama there 
are many amusing lines and sit- 
uations that make this a plea- 
uant, unsophisticated story, not 
many of which we are often sub- 
jected to today. 

Sherri Reid bubbles all over 
everywhere to make Claudia 
believable. Maybe she even 
overdoes it a bit, or maybe 
the others are not up high 
enough. But she handles the 
many moods of the heroine with 
great ease. 

Ron Reid underplays the hus- 
band's role, but is entirely be- 
lievable in his role of foil for 
Claudia and keeper of sanity 
and balance in the household. 

Carolee Silcox plays her 
mother with quiet reserve and 
charm that gives her tremen- 
dous audience sympathy. 

Lilene Miller, as the house- 
keeper-cook, is delightful in her 
fine compassionate character- 
ization. And Bc^ Hutchinson, 
playing a man many years his 



senior, does a fine job with the 
role of the long-suffering, pro- 
tective caretaker. 

Dana Henry, while he may be 
too young to play successfully 
a suave, oily, British lover 
type, makes avaliantstabat it 
and has some very funny 
moments.

Many Virginia Beach garden- 
ers have azaleas which have 
grown larger than the growers 
anticipated when they were 
planted.

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Earthworm's Job Is Not Lowly 



(Editor'3 note: Here Is an- 
other in tbe^eriesonhomehor- 
ticinture by Wesley Judklns, 
Extension horticulturist at Vir- 
ginia Tech.) 

The lowly earthworm is lowly 
only because of the place where 
he lives. He serves a high level 
function as a tiller of the soil. 
Agriculture in general, and our 
lawns and gardens in particular, 
would be much poorer if worms 
were not present as improvers 
of mother earth. 

About 1600 years ago, Aris- 
totle, that famous pupil of Pla- 
to's called earthworms the in- 
testines of the soil. This is 
quite appropriate because they 
continually burrow through the 
earth. In the process they eat 
and digest the soil to secure 
food from the organic matter it 
contains. They will produce 
their weight in castings every 
24 hours. These castings are 
much richer in minerals than 
the soils from which they are 
produced. 

One of the principal benefits 
of earthworms is the tunnel 
system they develop. Their 
many burrows allow water to 
penetrate rapidly into a soil. 
The roots of plants may follow 
these tubes as an easy way of 
growing down through a dense 
soil. 

Tbe earthworms in a soil 
may reach very high numbers. 
Some research men in Ohio 
found over a million per acre 
of bluegrass pasture. Darwin, 
the English scientist whp de- 
veloped the theory of evolu- 
tion, reported 1,500,000 per 
acre. 

Most earthworms live only 
a year of two and then give 
up their difficult subterranean 



struggle for existenct. WiOt 
such large jiumbers in the 
ground, it is easy to under- 
stand that their dead bodies 
make a significant contribution 
to the organic matter content 
of the soil. 

There are over 1100 differ- 
ent species of earthworms, but 
only two are of much concern 
to gardeners. The rather dark 
red or bluish worms, which 
become the large night-craw- 
lers when mature, are of grea- 
test value. They do most of 
the soil burrowing which im- 
proves our gardens. 

If you are a manure or com- 
post enthusiast, you have ob- 
served the smaller reddish type 
which is found in such mater- 
ial. These are unable to live in 
the soil, so are of minor value 
for most gardeners. 

You may ask whether the ear- 



thworm population in the soil 
is seriously reduced by the use 
of the poisonous sprays which 
control Insects on your flowers 
and vegetables. As far as we 
know, they are not. They secure 
their food primarily from within 
the soil, and their contact with 
surface vegetation is not suffi- 
cient to be harjnfUl. 

Also, earthworms which may 
be killed by poisonous materials 
are not a hazard tobirds. Birds 
prefer living insects and worms 
and are not attracted to dead 
worm carcasses. 

One last point to consider. If 
you treat your lawn with poi- 
son to kill grubs and beetles 
to reduce the Japanese beetle 
problem, or control moles, it 
will not eliminate the worm po- 
pulation. Adequate numbers will 
survive to continue their work 
as the original tillers of the 
soil. 
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(Editor's note: This is the 
first of a series of reminders 
to be presented by the Virginia 
Beach Beautification Commis- 
sion to make the residents of 
Virginia Beach become more 
aware of their city.)

The housewife who loves to 
rearrange the furniture every 
now and then can have great 
fun with a kind of garden that 
is booming in popularity. It's 
called container gardening. 

Every kind of plant from 
petunias to pine trees are being 
grown in containers that can 
be moved around wherever they 
are most effective or most 
needed. Shrubs, trees, vine^... 
every kind of plant can be 
moved from indoors to out, 
from front yard to patio, at a 
moment's notice. They can be 
in the spotlight when they are 
looking their best and banished 
when they go into a decline. 
A new garden can be beauti- 
fied instantly with pots of ger- 
aniums, begonias or petunias. 

If you are planning to do some 
container growing, these gen- 
eral principles from the Amer- 
ican Association of Nurseymen 
will be helpful. 

The containers you use must 
be strong and ablf to stand con- 
tinual moisture. Wooden boxes, 
tubs, barrel halves, and other 
similar containers are avail- 
able at garden supply centers, 
or you can use your imagina- 
tion in creating your own. If 
you do build your wooden con- 
tainers, be sure to use a mois- 
ture-resistant wood such as 
redwood or cedar. Clay pots 



The plants in your containers 
will dry out much faster than 
those growing in the ground, so 
you'll have to water them fre- 
quently—probably every day 
during hot weather. The soil 
you use must be porous and 
yet moisture-retentive. Make 
sure the container has drainage 
holes to permit the excess water 
to run off. 

With frequent watering, food . 
supplies are washed away and 
need to be replenished often. 
The Nurserymen suggest a 
complete plant food, preferably 
one of the liquid or completely 
soluble kinds. Use it about every 
three weeks once plants are 
established and growing. 

Since the big advantage of 
container gardening is the mo- 
vability of your plants, these 
tips on transportation are worth 
remembering. Plan your mov- 
ing in advance, if you can, so 
you can let the soil get some- 
what dry in order to reduce 
the weight. Then set the con- 
tainer on a dolly, or a flat 
snow shovel, or a piece of 
canvas to make the trip easy. 

This spring, plan to do some 
of your gardening in containers. 
It can be a moving experience.

Stanley C. Walker, chairman 
of the Virginia State Crime 
Commission, was the featured 
speaker at last night's meeting 
of the Kiwanis Club of Virginia 
Beach at the AmericaiTo Motor 
Lodge. 

Walker took the opportunity to 
express the. views of Comm- 
ission members on what has 
been termed as an apparent 
increase in lawlessness, a con- 
temptuous attitude toward the 
law, and widespread disregard 
foi duly constituted authorityoft 
the part of too many persons. 

The major portion of Walker's 
comments concerned the in-f 
crease in juvenile crime and 
future plans of the Crime 
Commission to rehabilitate juv- 
enile law breakers. 
-_„Ref erring to statistics quoted 
in the "FBI's 1967 Uniform 
Crime Report", Walker pointed 
out juvenile arrests for serious 
crimes from 1960 to 1967 in- 
creased 59 percent, and that of 
the . young offenders released 
in 1963, 70 percent repeated. 

Pointing to his own deep con- 
cern with the issue of juvenile 
^crime Walker said, "I feel str- 
ongly like so many others, that 
the need for local juvenile re- 
habilitation facilities is one of 
the major problems contribut- 
ing tb juvenile delinquency". 

In outlining future plans of the 
Crime Commission, Walker re- 
viewed recent proposals of the 



State Department of Welfare 
and Institutions for the crea- 
tion of new local and regional 
juvenile treatment facilities. 
Walker said Commission mem- 
bers will meet in the near fu- 
ture with SDWI director Otis 
L. Brown regarding legislation, 
state, local and federal funds, 
necessary to implement such 
a program. 

According to Walker plans 
are also in the making for meet- 
ings this fall with the Govern- 
or's Budget Advisory <7ommit- 
tee on funding such a juvenile 
rehabilitation program, and re- 
commendations for a State 
Crime Laboratory. Walker said 
a meeting is also being plan- 
ned with the Law Enforcement 
Planning Council regarding that 
body's overall plans. 

W^ker also said the Crime 
Commission, within the next 
three to four weeks, is plan- 
ning another public hearing in 
Richmond in formulating final 
recommendations to be made 
to the Governor and General 
Assembly for consideration 
during the next legislation ses- 
sion regarding steps to be taken 
to combat any crime increase 
in the Old Dominion.

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Zoning Slows 
City Council 



Water-Garbage Connection Evolves 



City Council spent two hours 
Monday dealing with 27 zoning 
matters already heard by the 
planning commission. The first 
nine items took more than an 
hour of that, but saw final dis- 
position of some knotty pro- 
blems that have been before 
Council for some time. 

Approval was given to the 
Linkhorn Land Corp. for a 60- 
room motel to be built adjacent 
to Birdneck Point on Oriole 
Drive near Laskin Rd. The 
property had been zoned for a 
motel since 1958. 

The attorney for the appli- 
cant and a principal in the 
corporation, Thomas Broyles, 
argued that the company only 
wanted a permit to build on 
land already zoned for such a 
purpose, regardless of threats 
of litigation concerning the leg- 
ality of zoning or any covenants 
attached to Birdneck deeds. 

Attorney^ Joseph Canada, rep- 
resenting the civic league of the 
area argued that the m'otel would 
not be in keeping with the na- 
ture of the residential area. A 
number of residents of Bird- 
neck also spoke in opposition. 

Approval was finally given 
after many rebuttals by both 
sides. Councilman G.Dewey 
Simmons said Council had no 
alternative but to grant the per- 
mit. He said if there was a 
legal matter involved it was 
not up to Council to decide. 
He added that in similar matters 
Council had been .highly sympa- 
thetic to Birdneck residents in 
the past.

Cm objections of Council- 
man John McCombs, City Coun- 
cil Monday adopted a new flat 
rate sewage collection and 
treatment charge for customers 
on city-owned lines. 

taflLjni]K» flat rata reduew 
reeonctty Itoes troni$10.TO 
to $6 everywhere but in Vir- 
ginia Beach borough. There the 
$6 fee per quarter for homes 
is a large increase. 

Multi-family units will pay 
the same with $1 added for 
each additional unit. Motels and 
hotels will pay the same $6, 
but be assessed an additional 
75 cents per room. 

The adoption of the new rates 
was forced because of the dis- 
continuance of the use of the 
city's own pumping station in 
the borough and the hookup to 
treatment plants and lines of 
Hampton Roads Sanitation Dis- 
trict. The HRSD residential rate 
of approximately $4.50 will 
bring the out-of -borough charge 
back to the $10.50 fee. 

McCombs obj^ted strongly 
to hotels and motels having to 
pay the same in the off-season 
that they do in season, when 
some are not even open. He 
also said the large rate in- 
crease in the borough is bound 
to bring opposition. 

Council accepted with regret 
the resignation of assistant City 
Attorney Stanley Phillips, 
effective June 30. Phillips will 
enter private practice with 
George Parker at London 
Bridge. Dale Bimson will be- 
come the No. 1 assistant at 
that time to City Attorney Harry 
Marshall. Marshall said he was 
interviewing replacements. 

Mrs. Richard Broudy was 
appointed to the Library Board 
by Council and Col. Aubrey 
Holmes was appointed to the 
James River Basin Advisory 
Committee, 

Council also gave approval to' 
an agreement with the Navy to 
set up a half-acre site on Lon- 
don Bridge Rd. with picnic 
tables for an observation area 
for NAS Oceana. Another fee 
agreement gave permission for 
the go-ahead for remodeling of 
the old courthouse building for 
a^ new Circuit Court. This is 
expected tpr save the city con- 
siderable money. ^ 

Council amended an or-/ 
dinance to bar all but house- 
hold pets in residential or com- 
m^^rcial areas. Rabbits and 
chinchillas in these^ areas are 
currently the subject of some 
controversy. 

Approval was given to city 
participation in drainage work 
at Virginia Beach Blvd. and 
W itchduek Rd. for th# n»-\\ Zayre 
Dept. Store there, Tht city will 
pay 65 per cent or about 
$39,000. The rest will be bnrnt 
by the store. It was pointed 
out that the drainage wnx win 
b«iefit ffiie entire area arrf that 
tbe money will l>e recovered in 
a single year from Zayre taxes 
aad licenses. 



Thoroughgood residents are 
going to have to wait another 
30 days for a decision by the 
Planning Commission on the 
zoning of the property at the 
entrance of Thoroughgood. 

The Planning Commission 
deferred the matter at Tues- 
day's Public Hearing in order 
i(» t^a nsidnts ta go over a 
plan dt compromteetor tlie ar ea 
in dispute. Patrick L. Standing, 
city planning director, had pre- 
sented the plan to the officers 
of Thoroughgood Civic League, 
but Louis B. Fine, attorney 
for the league, said that the ma- 
jority of the residents had not 
seen the plan. 

Another application which had 
been pending for several 
months, one submitted by F. 
Wayne McLeskey Jr., was fin- 
ally approved. The application 
that was approved was for a 
use permit to construct 60 gar- 
den apartments on the east side 
of Chesopeian Trail. The appli- 
cation had originally been made 
for 46 townhouses on the pro- 
perty. 

An application by David 1. 
Levine for change- of zoning 
and a use permit to construct 
384 apartment units was ap- 
proved. The property is located 
along the east side of South 
Lynnhaven Road across from 
Silina Drive in the Princess 
Anne Plaza area. 

Lynnbrook Corporation re- 
ceived approval for a use per- 
mit to construct 44 garden ap- 
artment units on property loca- 
ted on the north side of Com- 
anche RMid, west of Cheyenne 
Road. This property is in the 
Arrowhead area. Approval for 
construction on this same pro- 
perty was granted by the Plan- 
ning Commission a year ago, 
but the units scheduled for con- 
struction at that time were 
townhouses rather than apart- 
ments.

Approved was an application 
of OCH Corporation for a change 
of zoning on a triangular shaped 
piece of property located on the 
north side of North Lynnhaven 
Road, west of Little Neck Road. 
This zoning change is in pre- 
paration for apartment building 
construction to be done in the 
area when Edinburgh Drive has 
been opened up. 

Planning Commission ap- 
proval was denied on the app- 
lication of- Yew Company for 
changes of zoning on property 
In the North Landing area. Plans 
for developing the area for 
industrial and light industrial 
use, wjth a buffer zone com- 
prised of a trailer court and 
townhouses, were described by 
Planning Director Standing as 
"leapfrogging."

for water," said Scott, adding 
the final proof. 

Norfolk charges Virginia 
Beach residents exactly double 
what It charges it's own city 
customers. Scott added that the 
figure that has been offered in 
a new contract is even more 
fhan double on a bulk rate. 
Negotiations have been under- 
way since last November when 
the old contract expired and 
was extended. 

Virginia Beach now wants to 
buy the lines, and the city of 
Norfolk has appraised the lines 
at about $5 million. 

Under the interim garlnge 
contract Norfolk would use its 
own trucks to bring garbage to 
the landfill site off Independ- 
ence Blvd. at the Virginia 
Beach-Expressway, known as 
Dorer's MountainorMt. Trash- 
more. The site, when filled, will 
be used for a lakeside amphi- 
theater. 

Scott said that with Norfolk's 
estimated 700 tons of garbage 
a day the site would be com- 
pleted sooner, perhaps in about 
a year, and requestedpermlss- . 
ion to go ahead with plans to 
find new sites. He said agree- 
ment was near on one site near 
Interstate 64. Council author- 
ized him to go ahead. 

Originally Virginia Beach re- 
quested that transfer stations be 
built so that Norfolk trucks 
would not enter Virginia Beach. 
There the garbage would be 
compacted and taken to the 
landfill. This is not in tiie 
interim contract, but still may 
be if a permanent contract is 
drawn. 

Meanwhile Scott said Norfolk 
would agree to bring its bull- 
dozing equipment to the Virginia 
Beach site for use and would 
loan the city money topurctiase 
a new compactor that would be 
necessary to handle the new load, 
That wotild be repaid out of 
Norfolk fees. 

After Virginia Beach appro- 
val MoiKiay, Norfolk CityCoun- 
cil approved the same contract 
Tuesday. Maxwell told his 
Council that Norfolk would save 
money in the long run, even 
though the contract would be 
"very profitable to Virginia 
Beach." 

Norfolk has been under al- 
most constant pressure re- 
cently from residents of the 
Lamberts Point area near the 
city dump. Fires there caused 
problems, and an application to 
extend the dump into the river 
was denied partly because of 
potential pollution. The prcrialem 
had become critical last Friday 
when the U. S. Army Corp of 
Engineers turned down any tem- 
porary relief for extension 
there. That is when the two 
city managers met. They work- 
ed out details Monday morning. 
Norfolk will continue to burn 
some of its garljage in city in- 
cinerators and dump the re- 
mains at Lamberts Point, but 
all else will be trucked to 
Virginia Beach. Meanwhile 
Norfolk will not have' to build 
the new $7 million incinerator 
that had been called fbr. 

Further evidence that the 
water and garbage contracts are 
closely tied logger came from 
Scott also. He said that the 
city of Virginia Beach would re- 
duce the fee per ton on garbage 
by 15 cents for every penny a

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School Could Solve Overcrowding 



The only thing certain about 
the proposed new high school 
in Bayside is that it is proposed. 

"We're (a school administra- 
tion committee) toying with 
ideas," said J. W. Littleton, 
director of plant planning for 
the city schools. "When we 
get together we'll present them 
to the School Board for their 
determination, at the June 
meeting hopefully, and give our 
recommendations." 

A study by the Planning 
Commission shows that Bayside 
is the fastest growing area in 
the city. Building permits al- 
ready approved for Bayside 
Borough just since last July 
-i- total 2,225 townhouses and 
apartments. 

The planning committee is 
considering converting Bayside 
High School into another junior 
high and building a new high 
school. A new junior high school 
is already under construction in 
Bayside and will open next win- 
ter. Unitl it is completed stu- 
dents will attend classes in 18 
temporary classrooms at Bay- 
side High School. 

The new junior high will have 
an enrollment of about 1,400. 
There are 2,139 students en- 
rolled in the now overcrowded 
Bayside High School. The new 
high school, if approved, would 
have from 3,200 to 4,000 stu- 
dents, said Littleton, adding that 
plans are not far enough along 
to know defii)tely. 

Construction of a new ele- 
mentary school in Bayside will 
begin shortly. This school will 
house 900 students. 

The proposed giant high 
school would not only relieve 
the overcrowding at Bayside 
and Princess Anne High Schools 
but "could conceivably serve 
Cox." Under the plans being 
considered would be the gradual 
change of high schools to con- 
tain only 10th to 12th grades. 
Seventh through Ninth grades 
would be contained in junior 
highs, "It could be a step to- 
ward kindergartens with the 
seventh grades out of the ele- 
mentary schools," added 
Littleton. 

Littleton pointed out that 
seventh to ninth graders have 
very little in common with 11th 
and 12th graders physicaHy, 
mentally or emotionally, 
"they're dominated by the 
upperclassmen," he said. 

"And with large groOps of 
ui^erclassmen together you can 
improve the subject offering 
like advanced mathematics, 
science, a fifth year of foreign 
language. This way is more 
compatible and natural." 

Princess Anne High School is 
also overcrowded. Because of 
the size of its cafeteria and 
its sewage and Seating systems, 
an addition can not practically 
be added. With two junior highs 
in Bayside, the eighth and ninth 
grades at P.A. would beelim- 
inated. 

In speaking of specific plans 



for the giant school, Littleton 
said there are none. "I hadn't 
mentioned a multi -storied 
school," he said in answer to 
a question about stories that 
appeared in Norfolk newspa- 
pers. "The reporter asked me 
if it could be multi-storied. I 
said it could. I don't know. 
That's up to the architects, and 
they haven't be6n selected." 
He also said he had no idea 
what the school might cost. 
Littleton did say that the 



design of the school is very 
important and that it will be 
planned with the students in 
mind. "We're concerned with 
the impersonal attitude in a 
school that large." He said that 
a plan of "a school within a 
school" is being considered 
with a principal over the school 
and assistants over each grade, 
or even sections of a grade. 
"There's a feeling of belonging 
by breaking up the students on 
campus." 



There is a site under con- 
sideration, Littleton said. "We 
have an idea where we'd like 
to put it." The school, if aw)- 
roved by the School Board, 
would be built for fall 1972. 

Littleton added that he re- 
gretted the early appearance 
of the story in newspapers be- 
fore members of the School 
Board were aware of the study. 
He said several members had 
been asked questions for which 
they had no answers.

The owl is a bookish fellow 
with a lot of hangups. He lives 
alone asexually and writes bad 
prose as an avocation.

When she 
is thrown out of her apartment 
she decends upon him, but fate 
takes a hand. 
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She likes him, and try as he 
might to be above it all, he 
begins to like her and her 
charms.

The way all this is re- 
solved is very funny and very 
believable. 

Joan Lancaster, as the pussy- 
cat, is a mastw 6f comedy 
timing, and her portrayal of the 
girl of many moods is extremely 
proficient. She far outshines the 
owl. 

Storer Boone works hard at 
achieving the owlish character 
who defects, but it doesn't quite 
come off. His hangover scene, 
however, is excellent, and he 
has many other nice moments. 

Director Timothy Jones has 
put together a fast-paced com- 
edy with lots of action, as is 
absolutely necessary. The sett- 
ing by Chuck Vincent is inter- 
esting, if architecturally con- 
fusing.

Collision 
Is Fatal 



Final services were held last 
Saturday for U -year-old Wayne 
Klght who police officials say 
was fatally injured in a two 
Iwat collision last Thursday 
night on the waters of Linkhorn 
Bay. 

Investigators said the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Rufus S. Kight, 
Jr. of Oriole Drive, died in- 
stantly of a broken neck and 
fractured skull, and that the 
injuries were caused by the 
impact of the collision. 

In reconstructing the acci- 
dent officials said young Kight 
and his 19 year-old-brother 
William, were in the family's 
16 foot plywood boat testing a 
new ^ horsepower outboard 
motor. The two were apparently 
crossing the lake from their 
Birdneck Point home when the 
collision occurred.

William Kight received lace- 
rations of the mouth in the acci- 
dent. The occupants of the 
second boat, a 16 foot fiber 
glass bSat, reportedly escaped 
injury. Police identified them 
as Douglas Haycox, 14, of Cry- 
stal Parkway, and Frank Burton, 
16, of Wilton Lane. The occu- 
pants of the second boat re- 
portedly were returning to their 
homes from a Laskin Road 
restaurant. 

The body of young Kight was 
discovered on a beach behind 
a home in the 1000 block of 
South Bayshore Prive by Fire 
Department Lt. Eugene Fatton, 
about an hour and a half after 

the accident. The .Coast Guard 
joined the Police Department 
in an investigation of the acci- 
dent.

Guy said he favored the dele- 
tion of present constitutional 
bans on lotteries in Virginia. 
The deletion could pave the way 
for horse racing, and Guy said 
he would ask for a local option 
bill on pari-mutuel wagering 
on horse races. 

He added, "...it is my per- 
sonal feeling that the taxpayers 
of Virginia Beach recognize the 
economic necessity of such an 
attraction and that they would 
give it strong support at the 
polls." 

He also said he favored the 
proposal to limit state tuition 
grants to hahdicapped and emo- 
tionally disturbed children in 
private schools. 

Meanwhile the Republicans of 
Virginia Beach say they are 
ready to field a slate of can- 
didates against the winners of 
the Democratic primary. City 
chairman John A. Field, him- 
self an unsuccessful candidate 
two years ago, said a nomina- 
tion convention will be held 
prior to the July 15 nomination 
deadline. He added that the 
GOP has five people at present 
who are interested in making 
the race. Republicans in Vir- 
ginia Beach have improved 
hopes this year because of the 
popularity of the party's guber- 
natorial candidate, A. Linwood 
Holton.

Dredging 
To Provide 
Channel 

Within a short time a plan 
for dredging a new channel in 
the western branch of the Lynn- 
haven River will be ready fpr 
Council approval and authoriz- 
ation. City officials say that a 
year or less will then be re- 
quired to cut the channel which 
will connect the Pembroke- 
Thalia areas with Lynnhaven 
Inlet and Ches^pfldce Bay. 

The cost of the project is 
stiU upderterrained butesttipa- 
te^ fSrtg* afOOfid l?fW^«Wl tor 
the minimum 60-foot wide and 
six-foot deep channel, which 
would accommodate all plea- 
sure craft in the citj^^-/ 

Tentative agreements have 
been made with property owners 
along the route to dump mat- 
erial dredged. Part of the mat- 
erial will be dumped on a five- 
acre tract the city already owns 
back of Princess Anne High 
School. Residents of the area 
have pressured the city for 
some time to begin the project. 
Approximately 1,000 boat own- 
ers are expected to benefit. 

Unofficial plans for a public 
marina at Thalia and Virginia 
* Beach Blvd. have also been 
discussed for several years, 
but that is still some time 
away if it is ever built, acc- 
ording to city officials. 

The U. S. Army Corps of 
Engineers says about 150,000 
cubic yards of silt and other 
material will have to be dredg- 
ed for the new channel. 

City Council is expected to 
approve the project, and work 
is expected to be underway 
shortlv.

An 11 -year-old boy is sched- 
uled to enter Juvenile Court 
on May 20 on a charge of fel- 
onious shooting in connection 
with wounding this past week 
of another youth.

Another Appeal Made 

Another Cir^it Court appeal 
has been made on the decision 
by the Board of Zoning Appeals 
to allow a zoning variance which 
will permit Lake George Corp. 
to construct an extra 12 dup- 
lexes in an area formerly known 
as Holly Road. Planning Dir- 
ector Patrick L. Standing, along 
with 141 residents of the area 
which is located between 76th 
and 98th Streets, have filed the 
appeal. The controversy centers 
around the Corp.'s request to 
reduce requirements for plot 
sizes in the region under de- 
velopment, thus permitting con- 
struction of 48 duplexes Instead 
of 36 duplexes. The board, 
granted the variance last Aug. 
5, however Circuit Court Judge 
Robert S. Wahab, Jr., last April 
11 overruled the decision on 
grounds of an appeal from surr- 
ounding residents. The current 
Circuit Court appeal is on a 
second granting of the variance 
request in a second meeting 
of the board this past week.

Sentence Set 

Cecil L. "Frenchie" Phelps 
was sentenced to 40 years In 
prison Wednesday by Circuit 
Court Judge Paul Ackiss. 
Phelps, 33, of Virginia Beach, 
was arrested last November 
when he was Identified by police 
as a member of an alleged 
burglary ring operating in the 
resort city. Phelps was con- 
victed of 13 of 19 Indictments 
Involving charges of store- 
breaking and burglary.

Judge Ac- 
kiss however decreed the sen- 
tences on nine of the convic- 
tions be served concurrently 
with the initial four convictions, 
thus giving Phelps a total of 
40 years inprisonment.

Norfolk and Virginia Beach 
^ave agreed on an interim con- 
tract by which Norfolk garbage 
wi[l be dumped I n^ Virginia 
Beach. Both City Councils have 
accepted the far-reaching de- 
cision. 

Virginia Beach City Manager 
Roger Scott recommended that 
the cost per ton to Norfolk be 
twice what It costs Virginia 
Beach to dispose of Its own 
garbage. He based this on Nor- 
folk's double charge to Virginia 
Beach residents for water. 

Now he has offered Norfolk 
an out. While a permanent gar- 
^Mige contract is being set up 
and a permanent water contract 
Is being set up, Scott has offered 
to negotiate the price downward, 
if Norfolk will do the same. 

Many do not remember the 
last water^^ntract negotiations 
a few years Dock which became 
so steam heated that there was 
a threat of cutting off the Nor- 



folk water In Virginia Beach. 
Virginia B6t^ch had no bargain- 
ing point then. Now It does, and 
It seems that much good can 
come of It. 

This is no time to boast of 
having Norfolk over the garbage 
pall. This Is the time to take 
a realistic view of cooperation 
betvyeen two cities which should 
have been cooperating to a much 
greater extent in the past. If 
having what the other needs Is 
what brings this about, then a 
useful purpose can be served. 

This should be merely a be- 
ginning, instead of In Interim 
solution, of cooperation on a 
variety of municipal natters 
that can benefit both cities. If 
either city drops the ball this 
time, they may never find It 
again in the tall grasses of 
controversy. r 

Both cities have a great 
opportunity here In this matter. 
They must make the most of it. 



The Zoning Jam 



City Council faces an ever- 
increasing zoning and use 
permit docket each month. Two 
to three hours are often con- 
sumed hearing these matters, 
many of which are the center 
of controversy. 

The far-reaching implicat- 
ions of Council's decisions, 
particularly where new apart- 
ments and townhouses are con- 
cerned, are ominous. Growth 
cannot be stymied, but Council 
must guard against putting itself 
into a tax bind when additional 
schools and other services are 
needed for these new dwellings. 
Often, therefore, decisions on 
these projects are deferred for 
months at a time, causing more 
of a jam-up. 

And then comes a motel use 
permit on the rim of a fine 
housing development. In the 
most recent qase the land v/as 
already zoned for this purpose, 



but arguments by lawyers, res- 
idents and the CI vlpleqgu^ last- 
ed Interminably. Much of the 
verbage should have been arg- 
ued In a court of law, not in 
Council Chambers. And many of 
the residents had too much to 
say that amounted to mostly 
repetition. 

This is not an isolated case. 
Gas stations, commercial 
zoning, industrial zoning and 
even office buildings and parks 
often run Into long-winded, hot- 
tempered discussions and op- 
position by civic leagues.- 

The time has come for Coun- 
cil to limit debate to the per- 
tinent. Lawyers and civic lea- 
gues should be so warned. Fair 
play is important, but hissing 
and cheering residents or many 
rebuttals by opposing lavyyers 
no longer have a place on a 
crowded docket or in a pro- 
gressive city.

The Way of Progress 



Growing pains are often the 
worst kind of pains. For Vir- 
ginia Beach as a whole this 
has been increasingly obvious in 
recent years as a fledgling city 
has worked diligently to take 
its rightful place. 

Virginia Beach borough is 
now what is left of the old city 
of Virginia Beach following 
merger with Princess Anne 
County in 1963. Expediency was 
employed in setting many of the 
conditions of the merger. 

Another matter is currently 
reaping the harvest of that ex- 
pediency. Sewer rates in the 
>ld city were ridiculously low. 
At merger they remained so, 
while rates in other city lines 
and for private companies have 
been much higher. <. 

In the borough new lines were 
oddtd, new pumping facilities 



were added to meet growing de- 
mands and new personnel hod to 
be hired. Still the rates stayed 
low. Now the old pumping sta- 
tion is going and the city-owned 
lines will be connected to lines 
of Hampton Roads Sanitation 
District. City Council has set 
a uniform rate for all its city 
customers. Private companies 
will do the same. Some are al- 
ready in the process. 

The rate for the oid city 
borough jumps many times, and 
the residents are up In arms. 
The fact remains, hov/ever, that 
the rates should have been hiked 
before this. These folks have 
no real basis for complaint. 
They have been granted dis- 
pensation long enough. Now they 
too must suffer the growing 
pains of the nest of the city. 



The Jaycees of the state will be meeting 
Wp Virginia Beach this weekend, and it's the 
weekend of Armed Forces Day. Another army 
will also be moving into the city. 

An army of candidates and campaign workers 
will be here. After all, what better way to 
get to the young business and civic leaders 
from across the state'!' 

Schedules received from . Lt. Gov. Fred 
Pollard, William Battle and Henry Howell 
early in the week indicate they will center 
their campaign in Virginia Beach sometime 
during the weekend. 

V Pollard will not be here himself. But a 
member of his ticket, Del.-Guy Farley of 
Alexandria will be in town Friday and Sat- 
urday. Both Battle and Howell are expected 
to put in appearances, and some of the other 
Democratic and Republican candidates for 
statewide offices are also expected to show up 
either officially or unofficially. 

Meanwhile Battle must have profited from 
seeing Fred Pollard's "secret weapon" in 
action. Mrs. Pollard was so described by 
Linwood Holton a few weeks ago as she cam- 
paigned in her husband's stead. Now Mrs. 
Battle, a frequent v^mpaitner ..ith her hus- 
band, has also struck out on her own. She 
visited a couple of service organizations in 
northern Virginia this week to "get her feet 
wet" while her husband was in the area near- 
by, but talking to different groups. More of 
this is expected. 

Still no comment from Mrs. Howell so far, 
but she is also expected to take to the podium 
if it proves successful to the other two can- 
didate husbands. 

Stumping Q}e hustings continuiK by all can- 
didates, even as the talk of a number of joint 
TV debates near the end of the camjaign 
looms. But th&.one unspoken question of the 
campaign so far remains why it is so low- 
key. 



Political observers statewide now admit that 
the Democrats could very ivell be in trouble 
In November if they can't get back together 
after the July primary "i an August run- 
off. And that could take some big doing if 
wounds are opened that require serious 
stitching. 

Thus the candidates are so far doing what 
they always said they did before.. .talking about 
the issues. But this time, there really is 
a difference. They are keeping personalities 
out of the issues. It can't continue, and the 
tacit agreement and unbelievable politeness is 
bound to end sooner or later. But it las been 
nice while it lasted. 

The first indication that personalities and 
some good ole grass roots campaigning Is 
in the works will probably come from Howell 
who is directing his appeal to the common man 
and fighting everybody else. Even his new 
slogan, "Let's keep the big boys honest," 
indicates this peaches -and-cr earn campaign 
won't continue much longer. 

June promises to be a spectacular month, 
if the candidates can really generate any real 
enthusiasm In this campaign. A big vote will 
have to turn out to favor Howell or Battle, 
and they know it. It therefore behooves them 
to beat the bushes for votes. On the other haiK] 
a smaller vote is said to favor Pollard. But 
this three-man ticket is carefully,- even meth- 
odically making itself known all over Virginia 
in a smooth campaign so far. All three will 
be in Virginia Beach for a coffee and cam- 
paign headquarters opening a week from today. 
That's the way it is still going. 

Most do not believe the low-key of the cam- 
paign can continue, but they know it must if 
the best interests of The Democratic Pa^ 
are to be served. 

And that's the dilemma still faced at nM- , 
May, the same dilemma faced in mid- January. 



Virginia Beach, notwithstanding its current budgetary prob- 
lems, Is potentially the wealthiest city in Virginia. If this 
potential exists, why is our city experiencing financial 
difficulties? 

In 1926 Harry F. Byrd stated, "What I am trying to do here 
In Virginia is not a politician's job at all, I am simply trying 
to rdn state business with the reasonable efficiency of a big 
corporation". Without agreeing 100% with Mr. Byrd's political 
philosophy, one certainly should adopt this portion of his 
fiscal policy as being applicable to Virginia Beach today. 

The city needs le5s of a political approach and more of a 
business approach to its day-to-day probleins, and their solu- 
tions. It won't be too long in the future before the electorate 
will stop believing that high officials have "nothingto do with 
tax increases." 

The solution to the city's fiscal problems lies in two areas. 
First budgets should be 1-educed and secondly, Income should 
be increased. This article will deal with budget reduction. 

How can the Virginia Beach budget be reduced? Since the 
largest portion of the budget lies in the area of education the 
search should begin there. One change in the policy of school 
construction could conceivably save milHons of dollars annually. 
Why not start putting second floors on all single story schools 
and thereby double the classroom facilities without the need for 
additional land purchases or supervisory personnel? If this 
is considered undesirable, why not operate the scho(^ on a 
two shifts basis? This latter method would double the capacity 
for plant use without the need for additional ca|]dtal funds for 
plant construction. 

Another area of saving could come In the free-public trans- 
portation phase of the school system. Why must Virginia 
Beach school children be transported "gratis" to and from 
school. All the neighboring cities charge for this service. 

Q^er opportunities iv savings exist in the school system 
such as the present system of unique arcbitectural designs 
for each school, but these three suggestions, i.e., doubledecking 
tne schools; or in the alternative, usli^ spilt shifts; and charging 
for school transportatbn, if followed, would not only make 
the precent tax increase unnecessary, but in tict, would allow 
for a tax decrease. 

Nothing I say here is intended to be in any manner critical 
of the new Superintendent of Schools, Mr. Brlckell. In my <^nion, 
he is one of the most capable public servants la Virgii^ Beach. 
Since the current school budget is $24,000,000, the School 
Board should be staffed by a proper 4>leDd of the finest financial 
business and educational minds in the city represented by all 
elements of the peculation who are willing to spend ttie necessary 
time to do the jds. 

The costs of operation can also be reduced byafeneral 
Increase in efficiency throughout the various levels of ^vern- 
ment. Emplc^ees should only be permitted to operate city 
vehicles oo city business. Incenttve {»'ograms for cost saving 
Ideas are invaloable in any large (^ration, whether it be 
government or private industry. 

In stort, Virginia Beach s^iuld try to CMiduct its twdness 
as Harry Byrd suggested In 1926, "with the reasoiable effic- 
iency of a big corporation." 
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Bureau Is One of Busiest 



Unltss you have ever lost a 
pet dog or cat, or been injured 
or bitten by a stray animal, 
you probably have not required 
the services of one of the 
busiest of the many offices, 
namely the Bureau of Animal 
Ccmtrol. 

The men of the Bureau are 
on constant patrol of the city 
aiding residents in locating pets 
which have strayed from home, 
checidng on p issible abuse of 
animals and seeking out ani-. 
mals which may endanger 
residents of the city. 

R. L. "Duck" Reid, is Bur- 
eau supt. and is assisted at 
his office by Mrs. Mary Walker, 
who serves as Bureau secre- 
tary. Those who answer calls 
in the field and patrol the city 
include R. T. Munford, V. E. 
Brown, W. H. Clark, J. E. Mer- 
lino, R. E. Moore, R.E.Walker 
and C. E. McChesney. Hallie 
Walker is caretaker of the Bur- 
eau's kennel, performing the 
many tasks involved for caring 
for animals in the kennels. 

Reid and his associates pro- 
fess that dogs running at large 
create the greatest problems 
and are responsible for the 
greatest number of dog bites 
in the city. During the month 
of April the Bureau received 
over 700 complaints regarding 
dogs at large and investigated 
173 reports of dog bites. Those 
of the Bureau say that these 



problems may increase' when 
schools shut down for the 
summer months. 

Realii^ng how much a dog 
means to its owner, and vice 
versa, Reid is reminding res- 
idents of the City^of steps which 
must be taken for the safe keep- 
ing of a dog. The law states 
dogs, six months of age and 
older, must receive rabies shots 
(and the owner must be able 
to produce a record of such 
shots) which must be repeated 
every two years. Dogs must 
also be properly licensed with 
a tag being attached tothedog's 
collar. Licens^pg covers an 
annual periodi from Jan. 1 to 
Dec. 31. Whenever adog is taken 
on city streets or other public 
property the animal should t>e 
in tiie care of a responsible 
person. 

The Virginia Beach Health 
Department and local veterin- 
arians are jointly sponsoring 
two rabies clinics this month, 
for the proper inoculation of 
dogs. Clinics will be held on 
May 17 at the Ocean Park, 
Plaza, and Creeds Fire De- 
partments and Kempsville and 
Aragona Elementary Schools. 
Similiar clinics will be held 
May 24 at the City Health Dept., 
(19th & Arctic), Kellam High 
School, Thalia Elementary Sch- 
ool, and London Bridge Fire 
Dept. Clinic hours are 2 to 
4 p.m., and a fee of $1.50 
per dog will be charged. ^ 



Anoiner major luroblem is 
that of dogs on the many beaches 
which line the resort city. The 
law prohibits dogs from being 
on the beach, including public 
and private beaches, from May 
1 to Sept. 30. 

Any violation of regulations 
governing proper care of dogs 
will make the animal's owner 
subject to a summons and poss- 
ible fine. 

Dogs which are picked up for 
infractions of the above regu- 
lations are taken to the Bureau's 
kennels, on Bendix Street off 
Bonney Road, and may be 
claimed by the dog's owner 
calling at the kennel in person. 
The kennel's are open from 12 
noon to 5:00 p.m. Mon. through 
Fri., and between 9:00 a.m.and 
12 noon on Sat. After an animal 
has been "boarded" at the 
kennel's for a period of five 
days, the animal is open for 
adoption to anyone who may wish 
to claim it. 

In summarizing the Bur- 
au's operation all of the per- 
sonnel want to impress upon 
the many youngsters, and 
others, wjio may witness an 
aidmal being picked up by the 
Bureau personnel that none of 

the animal's "are put to sleep", 
but rather given a good home 
until the animal's owner claims 
it or a new home is obtained 
by a new owner adopting the 
unclaimed animal.

The Brooke family riioved 
again in 1948— this time to 
Virginia Beach. The summer 
the Brookes moved here the 
privately -owned hospital at 25th 
Street and Arctic Avenue open- 
ed. "I was down there to show 
people around," Miss Brooke 
says. At that time Miss Brooke 
says she thought about organ- 
izing volunteer services but 
decided against it, because pri- 
vately-owned hospitals run into 
difficulties with organized vol- 
unteers. 

Miss Brooke is enthusiastic 
about the workers in the vol- 
unteer services program, part- 
icularly the teenagers. She feels 
that she gets to meet the best 
of the young people. "They 
want to do something for some- 
one else," she says, "or they 
wouldn't be here." The returns 
from the youths' work are ben- 
eficial not only to the hospital, 
but also to the youth involved. 
Miss Brooke says many of the 
young workers think that they 
want to go into hospital work 
and this helps them to make 
up their minds. 



Miss Brooke enjoys working 
with the patients, but she does 
not have much time in her job 
to do so. With the hospital 
growing as it is, the volunteer 
program is expainding. A large 
amount of her time is now de- 
voted to paperwork. "It's easier 
now," she explains, "since I've 
gotten my own adding machine 
and the volunteer office has been 
moved into the North Wing into 
a larger room." 

She has nothing but good to 
say about General Hospital of 
Virginia Beach. "This hospital 
is a wonderful place to work, 
whether you are a volunteer 
or an employee...there is a 
spirit of real interest in the 
patients..,the medical staff de- 
mand it." 

Besides her work with the 
local volunteer pifogram Miss 
Brooke also serves as president 
of the Tidewater Council of 
Directors of Volunteers. All in 
all her hospital work keeps 
her so busy that she does not 
have time for much else. She 
admits that she takes time to 
play golf, her favorite recrea- 
tion. She also teaches fourth 
grade girls in Sunday School 
at Galilee Episcopal Church. 
"There are always things 1 
haven't finished," she says, 
"and other things I'm inter- 
ested in such as mental health." 

An interest in the community 
seenis to run the Brookes fam- 
ily. Miss Brooke's father, 
George D. Brooke, was the first 
chairman of the board of the 
General Hospital of Virginia 
Beach and her sister works with 
the T.B. Association and for 
her church. 

Miss Sue Brooke has never 
received a salary for her hos- 
pital work, but then, it is hard 
to place a price on invaluable 
service.

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Mulch Useful in Gardens CrabSoladinTwoParts There's Always Room <or Patio 



(Editor's note: Here is an- 
other in the series on home 
horticulture by Wesley P. Jud- 
kins, Extension horticulturist 
at Virginia Tech.) 

The use of an organic mulch 
is an ideal way to handle a 
vegetable or flower garden. A 
one-inch layer of sawdust, wood 
chips, peat moss, lawn clippings 
or other relatively flne mater- 
ial should be used. If you have 
leaves or coarse plant refuse 
available, apply a two-inch 
layer around your larger grow- 
ing crops like sweet corn, to- 
matoes, cucumbers or melons. 

' Mulch is very beneficial in 
conserving moisture and keep- 
ing the soil cool during hot 
summer weather. Mulch makes 
weed control much easier. It 
helps to suppress the germina- 
tion and growth of weed seed- 
lings, and tBose which do 
develop may be easily^ pulled 
'out when the soil is moist after 
a rain. 

One of the most important 
effects of an organic mulch in 
the garden is its improvement 
'of the infiltration of rain into 
the soil. The mulch breaks up 
the impact of the falling water 
and causes it to run quickly 
into the ground. Rain puddles 
bare soil, and the water runs 
off, resulting in erosion and 
loss of moisture and soil. 

Plastic mulches are very 
effective for producing flow- 
ers or vegetables where organic 
materials are scarce or expen- 
sive. They do not improve the 
organic matter conteht of the 
soil but are very effective in 
conserving soil moisture and 
controlling weeds. 

Mulching enthusiasts will go 
to great extremes to practice 
their trade. Can you imagine 
' rolling out the red carpet in 
your garden? Some borne gard- 
ener^ have collected old carpet 
arid cut it into proper widths to 
fit between their rows of plants. 
If you follow this suggestion 
you will have a neat garden 
and a fine carpeted path to walk 
on when you cut your flowers 
or harviest your vegetables. 

The carpet mulch should be 
taken up and dried out in the 
fall before storing for the win- 
te*-. It may last for several 
years if handled carefully. Car- 
pet with a rubber back is not 
as desirable as one with coarse 
heavy burlap. The layer of rub- 
ber will prevent rain from 
running through the carpet into 
the soil. 

Another idea that may seem 
quite far out is to use news- 
papers as a mulch. It takes 
only a few weeks to have 
enough for a good sized home 
garden. Lay them out several 
pages thick after your plants 
are well started. The edges 
should be covered with soil to 
keep the papers from blowing 
away, or they may be pinned 
to the ground with short pieces 
of stem. These may be secured 
by saving some of the prunings 
from your shrubs. 



The newspapers will start 



to rot by the end of the summer. 
Punch some holes through the 
paper to allow better water 
penetration. It should be at least 
partly decomposed by spring 
and can be plowed into the 
ground when you prepare your 
garden for placing. 

If you don't use mulch we 
would suggest ttiat you don't 
cultivate or hoe your garden. 
This may sound like the poorest 
kind of advice but please bear 
with me a bit longer. Cultivat- 
ing and hoeing may cause con- 
siderable damage to the shallow 
roots of your flowers and vege- 
-tables. Also, every time you 
cultivate or hoe your garden 



you stir up the soil and bring 
weed seeds to the surface where 
they will germinate. # 

In the small home garden 
it is much better to pull weeds 
by hand. If yoy start early^^ 
and pull the weeds regularly 
when they are about 2 inches 
tall, it is not too big a job. 
And, once the first crop is 
eliminated you will have only 
small second and third flushes 
of weeds to pull. If the weeds 
get ahead of you and must be 
controlled by more drastic 
measures, do not cultivate 
deeply. Shave them off just 
below the surface of the soil 
with a sharp hoe. 




Spring is filled with days 
of candescent sunlight and light 
rain. Robins cock their heads 
for worms and children float 
small boats on puddles.

It is a time for meeting, 
talking and planning and for 
coffee shared with friends.

Let the coffee be as fresh 
as possible, brewed in a span- 
king clean coffee maker. Use 
one Approved Measure of Coffee 
(or two level measuring table- 
spoons) to six ounces of cold, 
water. Porcelain or silver cof- 
feepot must be scalded before 
they are filled. Coffee should 
accompany food that is equally 
bouyant and fresh. 

The two-layered jellied crab- 
meat mold can be successfully 
teamed with coffee and dessert 
for a spring luncheon. Too of- 
ten the delicate flavor of crab 
is lost in a complicated pre- 
paration or dominated by too- 
powerful aromatics. Here, the 
lean crabmeat is set off by tar- 
tar sauce and fresh dill. 

CRABMEAT SALAD MOLD 
1st layer: 
4 hard-cooked eggs, halved 
lengthwise 

1 envelope unflavored gelatin 
1/4 c. cold water 

2 instant chicken bouillon 
cubes 

1 c. boiling water 
1/2 tsp. Worcestershire sauce 
Few drops Tabasco 
Green food coloring 



2nd layer: 
2 envelopes unflavored gela- 
tin 
1/2 c. cold water 

1 jar (8 02.) bottled tartar 
sauce 

Fresh dillweed, snipped 

2 pkgs. (6 02. each) fro2en 
Alalrka King crabmeat,

1/3 c. sliced celery 
. 2 tbls. capers 

2 pimientos, diced 

2 tbls, diced green pepper 

For the 1st layer: Arrange 
halved hard-cooked eggs, yolk 
side down, in bottom of 6 cup 
ring mold. Soften gelatin in cold 
water. Dissolve bouillon cubes 
in boiling water; add Worces- 
tershire sauce and Tabasco. 
Tint pale greea with fQod„col- 
orlng. Pour over softened gel- 
atin; stir until gelatin dissol- 
ves. Pour about half this mix- 
ture Into ring mold to par- 
tially, cover egg halves (reserve 
remainder for second layer). 
Chill until almost set. 

To make 2nd layer: Sprinkle 
gelatin on cold water. Add re- 
served tinted gelatin mixture; 
stir over hot water until gela- 
tin dissolves. Blend in tartar 
sauce and dill; mix well. Add 
all remaining ingredients; mix 
thoroughly. Pack into ring mold 
on top of first layer. Chill until 
firm. Unmold on salad greens. 
Place a small glass dish In, 
center of mold to hold, addi- 
tional tartar sauce, if desired. 
Makes 8 servings.

Kentucky 31 is a cool season 
grass, and must be treated 
differently than the warm sea- 
son grasses. Itshould be planted 
during September and October, 
or during February and March; 
otherwise, it will not have the 
ability to grow the deep roots 
required of this grass for sur- 
vival during the hot summers 
of Virginia Beach and Norfolk. 

It should be fertilized with 
a light awlioation of nitrogen 
no later than June 15, and should 
not be fertilized again until 
early fall.

"I sold a lot of boards and 
was making money, but itdidn^l 
satisfy me." 

These words exemplify the 
attitude that Al Roper has about 
his chosen field of work, build- 
ing surfboards. And it is this 
same attitude that has kept him 
continually trying to Improve 
his craft for the eight years 
he has worked with surfboards. 
When Al became interested in 
surfing there were about a half 
a dozen surfers at Virginia 
Beach... and about three surf- 
boards. Al says they would take 
turns riding. At that time boards 
cost approximately $95 each, a 
high price then, especially for 
such a new, untried sport. 

Al was working for the tele- 
phone company when he became 
interested In surfing and de- 
cided to build his own board 
and save some money— '; Al- 
though I don't think I really 
saved much," he admits. 
Apparently that first board was 
a success because people 
started asking him to build 
boards.for them; "And! haven't 
stopped taking orders since,'* 
he says. 

He opened his own shop fin- 
ally, and was doing alright fin- 
ancially. But he just was 't happy 
with the quality of the work. 
"I'd look at the boards and I 
knew they weren't right." He 
reasoned that the only way to 
learn the craft properly was to 
work with an established surf- 
board company. So he went to 
Dana Point, Calif, and got a job 
with Hoby. 

Al told his employer, quite 
honestly, what he intended to 
do— learn all he could then come 
back to Virginia Beach and open 
his own shop. Hoby accepted him 
on those terms and he spent 
four years working for them, 
broken only by one short stint 
two years ago when he returned 
here to help one local surf- 
board factory get started on 
the right track. 

Hoby employed Alasashaper 
and a designer. While working 
for Hoby, Al shaped boards 
for Corky Carroll, the nation's 
number one surfer. Although 
Roper surfs, he says he is not 
too great— "You have to de- 
pend on a good surfer to tell 
you how to make the board 
better." 

Working with CarroU on 
boards added a large portion 
of Al's surfboard-building ed- 
ucation. Al says Carroll had his 
'; bNi/ft4de^ "atfeut w^at be w^uld 
,' want in a surfboard. "He would 
tell me what he wanted, how he 
wanted it done.,.I might have-io

He calls his apprenticeship

Three weeks ago Al Roper 
returned to Virginia Beach with 
his wife, the former Nancy Kim- 
sey, and their 10- week-oldbaby 
girl, Rebecca Ann. He came 
back to work for America Surf- 
board Company, a new business 
less than a year old. Al owns 
an interest in the business, 
along with V.B. Hodgson Jr., 
and works at the factory as a 
shaper and shop manager. 

Because of Al's knowledge 
about the surftward industry he. 
was given a free hand in re- 
organizing the company. He 
handpicked the workers who 
would build the surfboards- 
Bill Frierson, .Ronnie Mellott, 
Robert Meyers, Gary Rich and 
George Barnes. Their average 
age is about 19 or 20, but, 
in Roper's words, "1 picked 
those in this area with the most 
talent." 

At the present^ti«\e Al thinks 
that there fe a tremendous 
knowledge gap between the East 
Coast and the West Coast in 



Roper feels that one of their 
biggest aims can be realized. - 
That is, to make better surf- 
boards, but cheaper. He puts 
in 14 to 15 hours at the shop 
each day to make this a success- 
ful accomplishment. 

The surfboard industry is new 
in Virginia Beach and the city^- 
is fortunate to have a master 
craftsman like Roper to come 
home and share his knowledge. 
Al Roper is a man dedicated 
to his job. As he says, "I 
just can't get away from it."

General Hospital of Virginia 
Beach will soon be going into 
its fourth year of operations. 
During the time of its exis- 
tence the hospital has been in 
a state of constant change and 
growth, necessitated by the pop- 
ulation groulh of the area. 
There are some outstanding 
features of the hospital, such 
as the new intensive care unit. 
but one of the most distinctive 
features about the hospital has 
been its rapid expansion. 

It is difficult to imagine living 
in an area with a pupulation 
of 58,748--the population of 
Virginia Beach and Princess 
Anne County in 1960--without a 
community hospital, but that 
•^Was the "Situation h^e nine 
years ago. The only hospital 
to serve the city and surround- 
ing county was the 34-bed pri- 
vately-owned hospital at 25th 
Street and Arctic Avenue. Three 
physicians had built it in 1948. 
Patients from this area had 
to go into Norfolk for treat- 
ment, creating a hardship not 
'only on the patients but on the 
doctor as well. Making daily 
hospital rounds was becoming 
more and more involved with 
the increase of traffic on the 
roads. Many citizens realized 
the extreme need for additional 
hospital facilities here to serve 
Virginia Beach and Princess 
Anne County in the 1950's. 

In 1960 two separate projects 
were sponsored for additional 
facilities. One group was for 
a 100-bed hospital. Princess 
Anne County Memorial Hospital, 
to be located on a site donated 
by John Aragona in the Prin- 
cess Anne Plaza development. 
The second group proposed 
a hospital to be located within 
the former city limits of Vir- 
ginia Beach. This group pur- 



chased the hospital at 25th 
Street and Arcitc Avenue In 
September of 1960 with plans 
to Increase its bed capacity to 
94 by^ expanding the facilities 
onto an adjoining site of land. 

The hospital began operations 
as a non- stock, non-profit 
community organization on Dec. 
1, 1961. The building's Inter- 
ior was renovated and construc- 
tion was begun on a two-story 
wing, which opened in December 
of 196?. The total bed capacity 
of the hospital was then in- 
creased to 44. 

Fund drives were started by 
both the city and county groups, 
still for separate Hospitals. 
Both groups applied for Federal 
assistance for hospital con- 
struction in 1961 under the Hill- 
Burton Act. Both groups were 
rejected by the Hill -Burton 
Agency of the State Health De- 
partment because both applica- 
tions were for facilities to serve 
the same area. 

On Sept. 19, 1962 the two 
groups announced their decision 
to consolidate their efforts and 
promote the construction of a 
new and larger hospital. This 
decision was influenced by three 
factors: one was a gift of 20- 
acres of land at Hilltop, given 
in memory of Dr. William Levi 
Old by his wife and his son, 
Dr. William Levi Old Jr.; an- 
other was the pending merger 
of Virginia Beach and Princess 
Anne County; and the remaining 
factor was the inability of either 
group to finance adequate hos- 
pital facilities without Hill- 
Burton assistance. 

The groups combined their 
applications for Hill - Burton 
assistance and on Oct. 25, 1962, 
Hill-Burton administrators 
announced approval of the app- 
lication and allocation of a 



three-year grant for $ 1 ,430,000. 

The contract for construction 
of a new 105-bed community 
hospital was awarc^ Oct. 14, 
1963. The project, Estimated to 
cost $2,690,000, was financed by 
fund drive contributions, the 
Hill-Burton grant and a mort- 
gage loan. 

The new hospital was dedlc- 
ted on June 20, 1965, and open- 
ed for service on July 12, 1965. 
The population of Virginia 
Beach w^fe 122,702. By then the 
city was a municipality, created 
by the merging of Virginia 
Beach and Princess Anne' 
County, 

The hospital made applica- 
tion for HUl-Burton assistance 
again fn June 1966 for the con- 
struction of a 50-bed addition. 
In October ,1966, the hospital 
received a grant of $363,000 to 
aid in the construction of a 
$841,000 50-bed addition. This 
addition, which was begun in 
September of 1967, was com- 
pleted and opened for service 
on Jan. 6, 1969— the 50 beds 
attained 100% occupancy in two 
weeks. 

An application for $2.8 mill- 
ion of Hill-Burton funds was 
made in June, 1968. This fund- 
ing was to be used in the con- 
struction of a $5.6 million e'x- 
pansion program. In December 
of that year the hospital was 
notified that the application had 
been denied because of the ksk 
of available funds. The hospit^u 
has now decided to proceed 
with a modified expansion pro- 
gram, costing $3.6 million in 
order to tryantf meet the comm- 
unity's needs —needs which are 
becoming tremendous, for the 
hospital consulting firm of Dr. 
Anthony J, J. Rourke and Asso- 
ciate, Inc., has estimated that 
the hospital should attain a bed 





complement of at least 370 by 
1975 and expand its service 
department. By then the city's 
population will be between 200,- 
000 and 300,000. 

A look at some of the statis- 
tics prove the desperate need 
of the hospital facilities. There 
were 4,952 patient admissions 
to the hospital during fiscal year 
1966, 6,044 admissions during 
1967 and 6,321 admission during 
1968. Bed occupancy, which is 
recommended at 85% by the 
American Hospital Association, 
reached 90% in the last half 
of 1966. The average occupancy 
for 1967 was mM and in 1968 
it was 126.5'rc. 

The facilities at 25th Street 
and Arctic Avenue were reopen- 
ed as an annex on Jan. 16, 1967 
and continued in use until Jan- 
uary, 1969. Plans are now under 
way to reopen the annex within 
the very near future.

Corps of Engineers plan for Beach.- 

Plan Requires Money 



'<^^ 



The next step is up to Vir- 
ginia Beach City Council. The 
U. S. Army Corps of Engineers 
has presented a plan fof pro- 
tection against beach erosion 
and for building up the present 
beach from Rudee Inlet to Fort 
Story. 

The $17 million plan came 
in the form of a detailed report 
which was presented to City 
Council informally at its meet- 
ing last Monday by C. J. Robin. 
The federal government would 
pay $10,687,000 of that, but 
non-federal funds must pay the 
remaining $6,145,000. 

Robin ask€Kl for a statement 
of interest from Council and 
said he would like to have some 
sort of assurance that the city 
.would cooperate in funding of 
the project. He said he plans to 
submit ttie report to the next 



r 




commitment from the city by 
then. 

Council agreed to appoint a 
committee to work with the 
Engineers and to study avenues 
of raising the necessary money, 
which would include an ad- 
ditional annual maintenance 
cost of about $300,000. A de- 
cision was promised by the June 
23 City Council meeting. 

City Councilmen were gen- 
erally in favor of the project, 
as was the Virginia Beach 
Erosion Commission, now 
charged with beach nourishment 



in the area. But all were hesitant 
to take any concrete action 
because of the cost of the pro- 
ject, and until more studies 
were made. 

Robin told Council that the 
federal money would probably 
be meted out in several stages 
over a period of several years 
if the project is finally ap- 
proved. He added that the re- 
commended three-phase pro- 
ject cojild probably be broken 
down into even smaller projects 
if the city could come up with 
enough money. 

A representative for the State 
of Virginia told Council that 
state money is not possible for 
the project at this time, but 
that it may be in the future. 

What is envisioned by the 

Engineers is a beach high 

enough, wide enough and with

expected once every 900 years. 
The storms of 1933 and 1962 
devestated much of the ocean- 
front areas of Virginia Beach. 

Since 1953 the Virgina Beach

The Virginia Beach School 
Board Tuesday received copies 
of a progress report of school 
construction and planning which 
will bepresented to City Council 
at Council's request. 

The report shows six school 
now under construction and six 
more being planned. In add- 
ition the report concludes with a 
paragraph stating that in the 
near future (June) "A study of 
Projected School Plant Re- 
quirements 1969-75" will be 
completed and presented to the 
School Board. A local comm- 
ittee has been working for fu- 
ture school needs, and Supt. 
E.E, Brickell announced that a 
committee from the State Board 
of Education will be here, pro- 
bably in August, to make a sep- 
arate study. 

Presently under construction 
are Bayside Junior High, an 
addition to Creeds Elementary 
School, KempsviUe Junior High, 
King's Grant Elementary, Plaza 
Junior High, and an addition to 
Trantwood Elementary. Plann- 
ed construction includes an add-, 
ition to Seaboard Elementary, 
Vocational Technical School, 
an elementary school in Bay- 
side, another high school in 
Bayside and an elementary 
school in north Virginia Beach.

Bayside Area Elementary 
School— Elementary school for 
900 students. Completion date 
is hopefully September 1970. 

Bayside Area Senior High— 
A senior high school designed 
for approximately 3,500 stu- 
dents in grades 10, 11 and 12. 
a committee is working to 
formulate the philosophy, objec- 
tives and education program of 
such a school. It would re- 
Ueve over crowding of the Bay- 
side area7 since Bayside High 
School could be turned into a 
second junior high for the area. 
Eighth and ninth grades would 
be eliminated from Princess 
Anne High School. This facil-

McGuire introduced the un-

curriculum. 

He said that a committee 
has been working for a year 
to individualize instruct- 
ion. "We r.ecognized that the 
ideal in terms of organization 
of classes and organization of 
curriculum on an individual 
basis on a 1-i pupil-teacher 
ratio," said McGuire. "This is 
not possible or practical. We 
are seeking some form of in- 
struction that is more individ- 
ual and which lets the children 
work to their fullest potential." 
He said the program might be 
begun in as many as 12 schools. 
Achievement test results of 
graded and ungraded schools 
will be compared at the end 
of the year for evaluation.

The Virginia Beach Beauti- 
fication Commission got more 
than it bargained for when it 
invited City Manager Roger 
Scott to be guest speaker at the 
annual meeting held last Thur- 
sday at the Cavalier Beach and 
Cabana Club. 

Members, apparently, were 
expecting a pat on the back for 
their many beautification eff- 
orts around the city. But Scott's 
talk centered on constructive 
criticism. ' \ 

"The first thing y&a*ve got 
to do to be effective is to come 
out of your Ivory Tower," said 
Scott. "You've got to come out 
and do the work and sweat to 
make this a beautiful city. 

"You've got to make it city- 
wide," he added in pointing 
out that 80 percent of the mem- 
bership is from Virginia Beach 
Borough. "Reach out beyond the 
Borough and make it a Virginia 
Beach BeauUficaUonCommiss- 
ion,not a BoroughCommission.* 

He proceeded to point out the 
wide program of beautification 
undertaken by the Memphis, 
Tenir. in the 1930's. There the 
Memphis City Beautiful Comm- 
ission has area chairmen, block 
captains and a speakers bureau. 

"Yot can't beauUfy a city at 
four meetings a year (which 
the local group has),"said. Scott. 
"They (Mempnis) have a city- 
wide beautification effort, aod 



I say we do not in Virginia 
Beach." 

Then paraphrasing the famous 
quotation of John F. Kennedy, 
he said, "Ask not what your 
city is going to do for you; 
ask what you can do for your 
city." 

Specifically, Scott suggested 
a clean up, fix up, paint up 
campaign. Then he suggested 
that the Beautification Comm- 
ission, which has long fought 
billboards, try to improve the 
looks of the entrances to the

At present plans call for Nor- 
folk's Regional Airport to be 
enlarged and runways length- 
ened, but Hollans said the747's 
will hardly use the airport be- 
cause it will still be too small 
to handle fully-loaded super- 
jets for cross-country or trans- 
oceanic flishts.

Guf added that Norfolk officials 
were obviously disturbed over 
the charges. He called for a 
complete retraction by Adams. 

Both Guy and Bruce Murphy, 
the other independent candidate, 
have been busy making the 
rounds of coffees and civic 
meetings speaking to large and 
small groups alike.

To be specific, level Iwas 
described as a readiness level. 
Level 2 is the category into 
. which most students will fall, 
that is, pre-reading. Level 3 
would be pre-primer and level 
4 would be ready for the first 
reading level. Children would 
be grouped according to 
strengths and weaknesses. 
McGuire said it would not be 
unusual for a child to be at 
level 1 in reading and at level 
3 in mathematics. 

A child finishing level 2 at 
the end of the year, for in- 
stance, would begin at level 3 
the next fall. A child in the 
middle of a leveT^lf the end^ 
of the year would continue in 
that level the next fall. 

McGuire said that most child- 
ren would complete the first 
years of the ungraded program 
in three years. '^There is no 
toirmal oi^ganhiation that wbuid 
guarantee that a child would 
achieve anyione level in a'glven 
time." He added that unless a 
child was outstanding in all sub- 
jects, he probably would not skip 
a grade but would be given 
advanced work in his best sub- 
jects. 

After the third grade, all 
children would, hopefully, enter 
regular fourth grade with an 
evaluation of the child's weak- 
nesses and strengths going to 
his fourth grade teacher. A 
child would not have to complete 
all levels of all subjects to 
enter fourth grade. However, 
a child needing extra time to 
complete the levels could do 
so without the stigma of fail- 
ure. 

A workshop for teachers who 
have been recommended for the 
program is scheduled for June 
23 to July 3 "or longer." They 
will be preparing and writing 
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material for the classes. There 
will also be th« preparation of 
criteria for assessing strengths 
and weaknesses of children and 
for pinpointing their levels. 

A major problem with the 
classes will be the transient 
students who will transfer into 
the first year of the program. 
Procedure will have to be 
worked out for fitting them into 
the schools. "But," McGuire 
added, "we do not believe any 
child would suffer for lack of 
a graded system." He said that 
an evaluation of any child leav- 
ing an ungraded classroom 
could also be prepared. Child- 
ren have already transferred 
from ungraded classes into the 
Virginia Beach schools without 
difficulty. 
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Another matter to be worked 
out is the evaluation of child- 
ren who are moving to different 
levels. Mrs. Wilson suggested -^ 
that parents might receive eval- 
uation reports on the levels and 
habits of their children rather 
than traditional report cards. 
She said these wouW give par- 
ents a much more complete 
picture of childrens' progress. 
These can also be translated 
into ^radfes if a child must ~ 
transfer. 

Parents of all children 
affected will be asked to attend 
a meeting where the operation 
will be eJcplained, and they will 
be told how it will affect their 
children. Children at the be- 
ginning of school will be given 
temporary teacher and class- 
room assignments until they can 
be tested, evaluated and given 
a permanent assignment. 

"We hope more children will 
have greater success," said 
McGuire. One important factor ~~ 
he said is a child's definition 
of himself. "He can learn his 
worth and success." He said 
educators are hoping for ^ 
greater achievement on higher 
levels' as well as lower levels, 
since ehtldreh will be working 
aP their own rate of learning. 
He said i! CooW possibly re- 
duce the need for remedial 
programs in the schools. 

Parents will be advised of 
the levels where their children 
are placed, and closer coopera- 
tion and communication between 
parent and teacher is expected, 
Mrs. Wilson said.

Fatten said, "When I opened 
that door on the fifth floor, 
it sounded like bedlam. ..People 
spilling down the hall, police- 
men running up and down the 
floor warning people. You could 
hear people yelling and rushing 
around, and the smoke was real 
heavy." 

Sgt. Adams said he, Norton, 
Talbot, and a Shore Patrolman 
(later identified as ADR2 C.L. 
McCoy) had started working 
each floor of the hotel "beat- 
ing on doors and warning peo- 
ple". Adams said when they 
found Room 530 locked they 
"tried ,to g:et into it, through 
a ladder vent but couldn't do 
it". 

Meanwhile the hotel switch- 
board operator was making 
phone calls to all the rooms 
warning occupants of the sit- 
uation. She discovered the occ- 
upant of room 530 was still 
in his room, and unable to get 
out. This was reported to Sgt. 
Adams as he returned to the 
lobby. 

McCoy said when he and 
Adams got up to the fifth floor 
they were nit by a waU of smoke, 
and people were still coming 
out. "We rushed back upstairs 
and found the fifth floor blocked 
by fire. I went to the floor be- 
low to continue evacuating the 
building, while Adams went 
downstairs for help in reaching

port News, was crouched on a 
ledge outside the window of 
his room. The aerial ladder 
was raised, and firemea-ifid-. 
White to safety. 

White later said he "was 
notified by phone of a fire, 
but I couldn't get out the door." 
White «>said he then "tied bed 
sheets together, secured them 
to the bed, crawled out the 
window onto the ledge," and 
used the bedding to hold him- 
self securely while the ladder 
was being raised. 

Occupants of the hotel includ- 
ed agents of the State Farm 
Insurance Company and their 
wives who had checked into 
the hotel late Sunday for a 
three day meeting. Ironically 
enough the topic of the confer- 
ence was insurance claims sett- 
lements and adjustments. Hotel 
records show 353 persons had 
checked Into the Cavalier £or 
the conference. Of these 58 
were occupying rooms on the 
fifth floor. 

T. Carter Coates, of Rich- 
mond, who with his wife Kath- 
erine was occupying room 526, 
said, "I waked up and smelled 
smoke. After checking our room 
I put on my pants, looked down 
the corridor and saw a haze. 
I came down the elevator and 
told a woman on duty back of 
the reception desk area, 'I don't 
want to alarm anybody but I 
smell smoke'." 

Coates said he was assured 
it was coming from the hotel 
incinerator, and that he went 
back upstairs. Upon reaching 
the fifth floor Coates said he 
"smelled more smoke and the 
haze was obviously heavy "^y 
now, and I wont back down a 
second time". A hotel employee 
was sent to check. Upon his 
return, according' to Coates, 



through the hall, knocking on 
doors warning other occupants. 

The fire investigation is being 
conducted by Milton Holland, 
Chief Fire Inspector for the 
city. Holland says his investi- 
gation thus far shows the fire 
was probably caused by care- 
less smoking. Holland added,' 
"There was some delay in re- 
porting the fire. Occupants of 
the building apparently attem- 
pted to extinguish the fire be- 
fore sounding the alarm. That 
fire had burned for some time 
before it was reported". 

The question has been raised 
of the possibility of an earlier 
fire occurring in room 514, 
prior to the blaze which routed 
occupants. This point was dis- 
cussed with Cavalier General 
Manager Charles S. Krummel 



Krummel placed dantftge 
from the fire in excess of 
:iil00,000, jnd said that repairs 
are underway and the hotel 
Is^oSimmie operations. When 
questioned about previous fires 
in the resort city landnlark 
Krummel said the only ^ other 
fire of any consequence took 
place back in the 50's, when 
fire broke out in the Hunt Room 
and spread up into the Cava* 
lier Room through the vents 
run iing through the hotel.

The U. S. Army Corps of 
Engineers has put forth an am- 
bitious sand erosion and re- 
building program for the Vir- 
ginia Beach oceanfront from 
Rudee Inlet to Fort Story. It 
calls for raising the level of 
the beach, widening the strand, 
a new seawal i that would protect 
against almost any storm and 
various other provisions. 

But it only can be done at a 
high cost-about $17 million. If 
approved by Congress and if 
the money is meted out insnfKill 
increments over a period of 
years : with no change in the 
total amount of appropriation, 
the project might be completed 
in the next ten or 15 years. 



So if the city does agree to 
take part the burden could fall 
on the taxpayer. City Council 
has appointed a committee to 
look intp the matter fully and 
make its recommendations by 
the end of June. Hopefully a 
favorable report will be forth- 
coming. 



That is dependent also upon 
local participation, or more 
realistically, non-federal mon- 
ey. Somewhere about $6-plus 
million must be found by the 
city to take part in the pro- 
gram if it so desires. 

State money cannot be counted 
on at present. Grants or other 
sources are tenuous at best. 



Although the beachfront and 
resort businesses are not a 
panacea for the entire city, the 
tourist industry is quite import- 
ant, economically and other- 
wise. The city should investi- 
gate every possible avenue of 
getting funds to participc^ in 
the project, especially if it is 
spread over a period of years. 

Even if the taxpayers have 
to pay for it and continue to 
maintain it the money will be 
well spent in aiding the con- 
tinued growth of Virginia 
Beach's resort industry and in 
mgl^g our city unrivaled as a 
resort of the future. The Army 
is offering a chance and we 
must take it. 



A Place To Park It 




It is exR|cted that next week 
City Council will pass on first 
redding an ordinance that will 
do away with one sticky situa- 
tion and add another. 

Campers, large and small 
trailers and large recreational 
equipment are now being parked' 
illegally in drivev/ays, in side 
yards and on city streets, while 
enforcement officers have been 
looking the other way. The law 
forbids this parking, but for 
well over a year the city has 
been trying to come up with 
a reasonable ordinance cov- 
ering the entire matter. 

The ordinance to be present- 
ed next week will finally for- 
bid all such parking, prescribe 
legal parking are as and be e n- 



forceable. This should answer 
the problem of aesthetics and 
end most of the complaints about 
safety and parking problems. 
But in areas where the lots are 



too small to park the equipment 
legally on the side of the house 
because of being too near the 
property line or because ^be 
side yard is too small to get 
the thing around back, there is 
going to be a big problem. 

The owners may even haveto 
rent storage space elsewhere or 
find a willing friend. The com- 
plaints are also expected from 
those who drive campers reg- 
ularly as the family car, but 
there is reason to believe a 
catch-cfti phrase in the lav/ 
regarding movement of the. 
vehicjejn every 24 hours will 
take care of this. 

The ordinance should write a 
final chapter to the array of 
J* ec r eationai equ i pmentJn^res- 
idential areas v/hich admitedly 
has created some problems, but 
there is doubt that this is the 
last we'll hear about the new 
ordinance.

The Virginia Beach Safety 
Council, affiliated with the Na- 
tional Safety Council, and made 
upofaew dedicated Virginia 
deach residents interested in 
all types of safety, has been 
working diligently in the sch- 
ools, with civic clubs, with youth 
groups and with just about any- 
one who would listen.

City Council, quite used to 
groups of all kinds, municipal 
and otherwise, coming to ask 
for money to operate, heard a 
request from the safety group 
M^ay for an annual appropri- 
ation so that the members do 
not have to continue begging for 
donations of postage, paper and 
everything else. 



They will continue seeking 
contribWfions also, they say, if 
Council sees fit to cooperate.

They would still stand 
to make a 1,000 per cent profit 
if the 12-acre tract is rezoned 
back to single residential. 

If ttiis grave situation is not 
stopped NOW It could very well 
serve as a demoralizing blow 
to all civic-minded residents 
of our potentially great city and 
severely affect the image of 
Virginia Beach in the long- 
range.

But no one old 
enough to remember Thomas E. Dewey will 
ever forget Mr. G. and his 1948 poll. 

The Fred Pollard-Carrington ThompiSOn- 
Guy Farley ticket folks are all elated over 
the recent poll taken, and quite possibly with 
good reason. The results show that the William 
Battle forces are losing ground. 

That souiKls fine, except this is the first 
time anyone in the Pollard camp ever publicly 
admitted he had gained any in the first place. 

Supposedly the Battle poll showed him far 
ahead. The Pollard poll supposedly shows a 
neck-and-neck race for the Democratic guber- 
natorial nomination. They were taken at diff- 
erent times. 

As far as is known so far Henry Howell 
hasn't taken a poll, but maybe now he'll have 
to, if only to "keep the big boys honest." 

What it all really means right now is open 
only to conjecture. Battle has been running 
hard and strong. Pollard was stuck in the 
President of the Senate's chair for two months 
during the special session of the Virginia Gen- 
eral Assembly.

And 
its bound to get worse. 

The sad commentary on all of this is that 
a runoff primary in August is almost a cer- 
tainty. That means two of the candidates will 
have to go through all of it again. AH very 
expensive and all very complicated. * 

By the time November rolls around the gen- 
eral public is bound to be candidate-tired. 
The excitement of a dynamic personality or 
a dynamic campiagn or even dynamic issues 
is still lacking, and unless something goes 
awry, that's the way it will prc^ably remain.

Who's Winning the Races?\ 



The previous article contained suggestions for reducing the 
budgetary expenditures of Virginia Beach. The next question 
is, how can Virginia Beach increase its governmental income? 

"The answer, of course, is to foster acclimate which encourages 
the growth ofbuslness*. When it comes to paying taxes, residences 
simply cannot produce the revenue of a business. For example, 
Pembroke ShoppingCenter, when fully developed, will pay taxes of 
all forms equal to the entire real estate tax increase recently 
assessed. • ^ 

Virginia Beach Blvd. is a potential source of tax, revenue 
without parallel In Tidewater, Va. First and foremost, the 
feeder road has to be made Into a third traffic lane for both east 
and west bound traffic. An investment of this sort would pay 
tax- revenue-dividends to our city for generations to come. The 
feeder road is a fatal deterrent to Virginia Beach Blvd. ever 
reaching Its potential as a prime source of tax-revenue-producing 
businesses. Shore Drive has not been developed because water and 
sewage facilities are lacking. The development of Shore Drive 
would be a tax revenue l)onanza for the City of Virginia Beach. 

One aspect of the recent increase in real estate taxes could 
well encourage the development of commercial business in 
Virginia Beach. In the past, vacant land has been held by the 
owner because the taxes were insignificant, while the owner 
asked an exorbitant price for his property. With a more severe 
tax bite, the owner will probably be mduced to place a more 
realistic asking price on his property and in this manner the 
commercial development of Virginia Beach wiU be hastened. 

Virginia Beach is unique in the number of civic organizations 
operating within its boundaries. The writer on one occasion 
attempted to count them and after reaching 160, stopped. There 
must be at lea^ 200 civic organizaAlons In the city. These 
organizations have many desirable results, such as the en- 
couragement and promotion of city and neighborhood pride. But 
when it comes to the commercial development of a city such 
as Virginia Beach, they also have some drawbacks. 

With our neig^d)orhood and commercial areas Intermixed 
throughout the city, any time a business organization attempts 
to get a certain zoning cJassiflcation or a use permit in order 
to conduct a certain iMisiness enterprise .thereni, the prob- 
ability is that he will have a highly organized civic ^oup in 
opposition io him. This type of ''political zoning" has cost our 
city millions of (ktUars io tax revouies. It has also literally 
driven ttom our city many vorthidiile de^rable business 
enterprises. 

The (mly trod)le with ttiis system te that the dty loses 
$278.62 annually ott the vrvnge hmne in Virginia Beach while 
it mak^ mooef firon tMsineues. Virginia Beadi needs to 
encourage ImiBMMS to locate therdn and to recognize their 
valiK to our dty. This shmiki be the (^cial piAOicized position 
of oar city government.

in Love wifR Wreck

The Ash Wednesday storm is 
now famous or infamous to any- 
one who was living in Virginia 
Beacfcon March 7, 1962. 

But the storm had one stranfTt' 
aftermath with which not every- 
one is familiar. It uncovered the 
skeleton of a schooner which, 
it was later discovered, had 
been washed, ashore during an 
earlier storm in 1903. 

Miss Ruth Epperson, well 
known local artist, was "water- 
ed in" her 62nd Street home 
for eifiht days after the storm 
because <)f flooding. She said 
she had a good supply of food 
and she was ashamed to ask 
anyone to bring her what she 
really wanted— ice cream. 

"fill the first day I could get 
out 1 went across Atlantic Ave- 
nue and there she (the schooner) 
, was exposed," said Miss 
Ippeison. "I fell in love with 
her. 1 took all my paint things 
down on ttie beach. Everybody 
that came bv asked me the name 
of the wreck, and 1 couldn't 
tell them." 

Thus bet'an a*search for the 
histoiy of the wreck. After con- 
tuiiiL'/ !Ue Coast Guard and 
o\eii 1.1 cyd's of London, she 
I ani^ up with t(ie same answer. 
• All said il I knew the name 
they could provide the informa- 
tion," The painting of the wreck 
comyletf^d, Miss Epperson 
named it 'T-Jeappearance." 

But that was not the end of 
her search. She called theCape 
Hiiuy Lighthouse and asked, 
{or their records, but found out 
they are only kept a year., 

"ieoplt who know me know 



that if I have. a bill of goods 
to sell, I'll keep talking," said 
the determined Miss Epperson. 
"I was advised to find a father 
or grandfather who had been 
in the Lifesaving Service. It 
used to be separate from the 
Coast Guard. 

"I had heard the name Capt. 
Drinkwater and called him. It 
was his 90th birthday. Without 
hp.~,i*iii'jn he said the wreck 
was the "Ocean Belle", and it 
sank in November of 1903, He 
was only wrong on one thing- 
it was October of 1903." 

Miss Epperson even has a 
copy of the Public Ledger 
(Norfolk) for Oct. 12, 1903 which 
tells of the storm that wrecked 
the "Ocean Belle" along with 
two other schooners and two 
barges oji Oct. 10. One other 
schooner washed ashoreatDam 
Neck and another farther down 
the beach. 

The captain of the "Ocean, 
Belle" and a crew member wer« ■ 
drowned. But three members, 
of the crew were rescued by a 
Surfman Capps oi 'he Seatack 
Lifesaving Station, 

Surfman Cap-^?, Miss Epper- 
son discovered just this Tues- 
day, was Walter Napoleon Capps 
who, at that time, lived 'at Cape 
Henry. Miss Epperson planned 
to visit his daughter, Mrs. Lala 
Whitehurst, at Back Bay this 
week in an effort to learn the 
names of the three men her 
father rescued. 

With the name finally deter- 
mined. Miss Epperson went 
about trying to discover the 
history of the unlucky schooner. 
She was unable to get a picture 
*of it, but she does have a picture 
of its sister ship, "Exeter." 
The "Ocean Belle" was built 
in '189G in Bath, Me., as a 



four -masted schooner barge. It 
was carryingcoal from Newport 
News north at the time of the 
storm.

"We, began to work and then 
it justseemed to mushroom," 
says Mrs. G. E, Heuser, pres- 
ident of the Lake Shores Gar- 
den Club about the garden ther- 
apy project sponsored by the 
Lake Shores and Town and 
Country Garden Clubs.

Thinking that there might be 
a chance of the garden club's 
working with these special 
classes, she called Mrs. Cole. 
In the meantime a friend of Mrs. 
Heuser's who is president of 
Town and Country Garden Club, 
Mrs. William McHenry, became 
interested in the enterprise 
also. 

Mrs. Heuser and Mrs. Mc- 
Henry, twtli former teachers, 
went before the teachers of the 
special education classes— Mrs. 
W. L. Bimberry, Mrs. Cleve- 
land Johnson, Mrs. William L. 
Owens and Miss Palmeda 
Jones— and informed them of 
the two clubs' willinfness to 
work wRh garden therapy in the 
classes. Two of the teachers, 
Mrs. Owens and Miss Jones, 



were extremely interested in 
the project... they felt that the 
children needed an expanded art 
program. 

Each of ttie garden clubs took 
a class and begin to work with 
them.

The volunteers always under 
close supervision, may be used 
in three ways: as pairs testing 
first grade children on the 
Titmus Eye Screening machine 
and administering an. auditory 
discrimination test; as indivi- 
duals helping (under the direc- 
tion of teachers) one°to three 
children from various first 
grade classes; as teachingaides 
working with children in the 
Center for Effective Teaching 
and Learning (opening in Sept- 
ember), tutoring these children 
as prescril)ed by instructional 
persomiel in that school in such 
areas as physical education 
skills, visual-motor coordina- 
tion, reading, etc. 

No experience is needed, |)ut 
ex-teachers are welcome too. 
There will be a training period 
before aides are placed in 
schools. Qualifications expected 
of volunteers would vary acc- 
ording to their assignments. 
High school completion and a 
good coinmand h. English are 
minimum requirements. Some 
of the jobs would require coll- 
ege background with special- 
ization -of training. Any special 
backgrounds which., volunteers 
might have in music, art, phy- 
sical therapy, psychology, etc. 
would be used to the fullest. 

The eight women in the pilot 
program this year are"doing 
a fabulous job," said Miss King. ' 
They are members of the Junior 
League, and other League mem-

bers are doing similar work 
in Norfolk. They make up an 
auditory screening and an eye 
screening teams. Others are 
working with first graders in 
perceptual training, and l6ne is 
working in physical training. 

"To my knowledge everybody 
is happy with it," said Miss 
King. "One principal said the 
Junior League lady in her school 
was 'making a splended contri- 
bution to education.' 




"We haven't had time to eval- 
uate the actual progress of the 
children yet. But obviously one 
advantage is that some children, 
who would never get the indiv- 
idual attention they need" are 
getting it." 

So far Miss King's "recruit- 
ing" of volunteers has been 
aimed at service clubs and the 
Council of Church Women, but 
she is. quick to emphasize that 
any individual who is interested 
is welcome. 

"I can't place enough em- 
phisis on reliability," she said. 
Volunteers are expected]^ work 
a minimum of three Hours a 
week. Service should be offered 
at a specific time on a specific 
day(s) of the week. According 
to Miss King, some placements 



work better on a three hour 
block, one day per week basis. 
Tutoring types of placement 
work better on a one hour, 
ttiree days per week basis or 
an hour and a half, two days 
per week. 

Although aides are not no w 
actually tutoring in subjects, '^ 
Miss king hopes for this in 
the future. "In another year — ~ 
with some volunteers who are 
ex-teachers, we can put them 
into tutoring situations, ' 

"The aides are a tremendous 
service to the community. This 
isn't new. The same thing is 
being done in many large cities 
with a fuUtime person to coor- 
dinate them." 

Miss King cautioned that 
aides would have to be as pro- 
fessional as teachers in not 
discussing pupils and per- 
sonnel. She added that aides 
would probably not be assigned 
to schools in their own neigh- 
borhoods. 



As an added inducement. Miss 
King said that volunteer service 
could lead into permanent paid 
jobs.

Many Beach gairdeners be- 
come confused over the amount 
of fertilizer that they should 
o-use when a recommendation Is 
given in pounds and they can 
only measure by volume. 

Let's use water as the basis 
for the conversion. One pint of 
water weighs only slightly more 
than one pound. Now, let us 
compare fertilizer weights with 
that of water. Ammonium nit- 
rate, ammonimum sulphate, and 
nitrate of soda weigh about the 
same as water. Superphosphate, 
and mixed fertilizers such as 
5-10-5, 10-6-4, and 10-10-10 
weigh about nine-tenths that of 
water. 

Now, for instance, if you 
needed to apply 2 lbs. of am- 
monium nitrate per 100 square 
feet 'of area, then you would 
apply 2 pints.

The good old days are now. 
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Students Are Writer's Concern 




(Editor's note: Here is an- 
other In the series on home 
horticulture by W^ley P. Jud- 
klns, Extension horticulturist 

at Virginia Tech.) 

In these days of campus 
turmoil, you may wonder if 
there are any serious, hard- 
working students in our colleges 
and universities. Those of us 
who teach horticulture at Vir- 
ginia Tech are concerned about 
this too. But we are proud that 
the young men and women with 
Whom we work seem to be 
dedicated to the better life to 
which we all aspire. 

What are the objectives of 
"modern education? Are our sons 
and daughters receiving the tr- 
aining for which we are paying 
such a high price? 

Probably the most important 
skill a student should acquire 
is the ability to study and think 
Jor himself. Very few people 
develop real talent along these 
lines. But you have only to read 
the daily paper to appreciate 
that today's college student is 
a thinking individual. You may 
not accept some of his ideas. 
We appreciate that many of them 
require considerable mellow- 
ing. Most folks seem to agree 
however, that certain changes of 
direction are needed if we are 
to make acceptable social pro- 
gress in these modern times. 

Another attribute of the ed- 
ucated person in the U. S. is 
a comprehensive knowledge of 
English. The capacity to read 
with understanding, to speak 
with conviction and to write with 
clarity and skill, are major 
objectives in an adequate mas- 
tery of language. 

Here agaift, we may not agree 
with all the vocalizing of the 
younger generation, but they 
are certainly gaining the ability 
to make themselves heard. 
Some of their ideas need to be 
adjusted by experience. In gen- 
eral they do reflect the need 
for change in a society which 
may have become too soft and 
complacent. 

Among the many other skills 
to be acquired in college Is 
the need for training in lead- 
ership. Students at Tech receive 



experience of this sort in the 
various campus organizations. 
In some instances the more rad- 
ical individuals may be trying 
to exert more influence than 
their abilities seem to justify. 

Students must learn- that the 
most successful leaders are 
those who have the ability to 
determine in a democratic way, 
what is desired by, and best 
for, the people he leads. He 
must have the wisdom and tact 
to promote those ends. 

Colleges have a vital role to 
play in convincing students that 
the most desirable changes can 
probably be secured by pro- 
gressive evolution, rather than 
aggressive revolution. 



Attendance in school and 
eventual graduation do not in- 
sure that the individual will re- 
ceive an education. Unless a 
person has a real desire to 
learn, no*amount of instruction 
will significantly improve his 
mind. The student must some- 
how develop his own motivation. 
It is the obHgation of the tea- 
cher to guide and stimulate this 
desire for learning. 



This discussion of education 
may seem a bit out of place 
in a column typically devoted 
to gardening. We do however, 
have important responsibilities 
for guiding our students, and 
believe you may appreciate our 
concerns in this area.

Whether they are the familiar 
little white umbrellas or the 
brown or cream varieties, their 
calorie count couldn't be dain- 
tier—just under a hundred for 
a whole pound. And, of course, 
the color ftiakes no difference 
in flavor or texture either. 
Light as they are, a pound of 
mushrooms makes a fine bowl- 
ful, lots of nibbling. 

Mushrooms add easy elegance 
to many meats, fish, fowl and 
vegetable dishes. They are a 
convenience food, for they re- 
quire very little preparation and 
are available in fresh, canned 
or frozen forms, . 

If fresh, rinse them briefly 
in clear water, dunking them 
under a time or two; then lift 
out. If they are to be sauteed, 
pat them dry. (This is just to 
keep the frying fat from spa- 
ttering.) For any other use, 
they can be turned into a col- 
ander to drain. In any case, 
don't peel mushrooms. This is 
not only time-consuming, but 
wastes a lot of lovely mush- 
room flavor. If the bottom of 
the stem looks a little dry 
or bruised, trim away a thin 
slice.

Frozen mushrooms need no 
more attention than canned 
ones.

When fresh, they need no more 
than three to five minutes over 
medium heat. Frozen may need 



an extra minute or two. Obv- 
iously, canned mushrooms need 
only reheating. 

Since they are as good raw 
as cooked, sliced raw mush- 
rooms are delightful in mixed 
green salads. The spongy tex- 
ture of the mushrooms absorl» 
seasoning ingredients and dis- 
tributes them deliciously throu- 
ghout a salad.

Program 

When the Virginia Wesleyan 
College Board of Trustees met 
yesterday, Dean Garry D. Hays 
presented a comprehensive 
academic program for the sch- 
ool's move to senior college 
level in September 1969. 

In his report to the Board 
of Trustees, Dr. Hays indicated 
that the college will offer ten 
fields of concentration with de- 
partmental or divisional majors 
during the 1969-1970 session. 
Ten new fulltime teaching fac- 
ulty members are being added 
for September 1969 bringing the 
fulltime teaching faculty to 22. 
There will be 15 part-time tea- 
ching personnel plus three pro- 
fessional librarians "knd six ad- 
ministrative officers. 

Divisional majors will be off- 
ered in three areas-the human- 
ities, the natural sciences and 
mathematics and the social 
sciences. Major fields of con-— 
centration will be biology, 
chemistry, mathematics, Eng- 
lish and drama, French, Span- 
ish, history and political sci- 
ence, philosophy and religion, 
psychology and sociology. 

There will be some oppor- 
tunity for broader Interdiscip- 
linary majors, reported Dean 
Hays, with approval, by the Aca- 
demic Committee. His report 
to the Board of Trustees emp- 
hasized curricular innovation, 
student - faculty rapport, and 
student participation and invol- 
vement in aU aspects of coUege 
life. Independent study pro- 
grams are being developed in 
all areas of the curriculum. 
Virginia Wesleyan will offer 
no major in education, but plans 
^are now being made to expand 
the college's present education 
program. A practice teaching 
program will be initiated in 
September 1969 to prepare stu- 
dents for elementary and secon- 
dary teaching. Students going 
into teaching must meet State 
certification requirements in 
addition to the requirements of 
a departmental or divisional 
major other than education. 

Other areas in which courses 
will be offered, but without 
major programs at this time, 
are economics, art, Russian, 
geography, physics and music. 
Dr. Hays expressed a desire 
to explore cooperative progr- 
ams and off-campus academic 
related experiences. 

Dr. Hays indicated that a 
close study will be given next 
year to the academic Calendar, 
the grading system, independent 
«tudy, and a more flexible curr- 
iculum. 

The Virginia Wesleyan Dean 
expects to have all new faculty 
apppintments completed to pre- 
sent to the trustees this month.

If everything goes according 
to plan, Norfolk garbage trucks 
will begin bringing atwut 700 
tons of Norfolk garbage to tbe 

iext Monday. * 

In accordance wite the terms 
of Uie contract between^^e two 
cities, Norfolk will pay $3.12 
per ton for disposing of its 
garbage at Mt. Trasbmore or 
Dorer's Mountain, as the dis- 
posal area that wiU be turned 
into a lakeside amphitheatre 
when filled, is fondly called. 

Norfolk City Council was 
given a list of equipment that 
will be necessary to handle the 
new load and agreed to furnish 
the approximately$113,000 
worth of bulldozing and other 
equipment against the per ton 
cost. 

During an informal session 
of Virginia Beach City Council 
Monday City Manager Roger 
Scott said Virginia Beach was 
in the process of hiring add- 
itional personnel to handle the 
job. He added that he doubted 
all the problems could be solved 
immediately, but said he ex- 
pected all to go well even on 
the first day. 

The per ton cost is exactly 
double what the city figures it 
costs to handle its owngarbage. 
This figure was arrived at by 
Scott based on the exactly double 
rates Norfolk charges Virginia 
Beach for water. A new water 
contract and permanent garbage 
contract will be worked out by 
Jan. 1. 

In the meantime Mt. Trash- 
more will continue to grow rap- 
idly and the city of Virginia 
Beach Js looking for new dis- 
posal areas at the 3irectloii"of 
City Council.

ConJSfiloii orrUiiB part of sev- 
eral Councilman plus opposition 
ofj number of equipment own- 
ers forced Uie delay for two 
weeks whilesomesort of agree- 
ment is attempted to be work- 
ed out. 

The ordinance is similar to 
one introduced and referred 
back to committee about a year 
ago. It was never heard from 
again because of problems and 
opposition. 

At Monday's meeting no one 
opposed the parking restrict- 
ions on the equipment in drive- 
ways or on streets. The pro- 
blem area was the side yard. 
The newordinancestates that no 
equipment over six-feet tall 
can be parked in sideyards. 
Several Councilman, however, 
disagreed. 

Planning Director Patrick 
Standing said if the height rest- 
riction is not kept in, the side- 
yard restrictions might also be 
done away with. The other pro- 
blem apparently arises in small 
lot areas where the equipment 
cannot be gotten to behind the 
houses because of small side- 
yards. 

Campers used for regular 
transportation would be exempt 
from the restrictions. About 
.3,000 pieces of such equipment 
are expected to be affected by 
the ordinance, which was prom- 
pted by complaints of traffic 
and beauty problems In several 
neighborhoods. A present ord- 
inance is nqt^ enforced. 

In oIheractionCo¥ricll agreed 
informally to the introduction 
of a new trailer park license 



fee. The revenue from the curr- 
ent fees has been quite low, 
compared to recent years. The 
new ordinance, setting the ann- 
ual licence fee at 25 per cent 
plus 6 per cent of the gross 
park bUMhess, is expected to 
rectify the situation.

parks, compared to the $1,500 
collected last year. 

In zoning matters Council 
broke a long logjam in the 
Bayside area on applications 
for apartments. Council app- 
roved an application of Roger 
Malbon to build 48 apartments 
at Diamond Springs Road near 
Northampton Blvd. The project 
had been held up because exis- 
ting schools in that area are 
at capacity. 

A recent School Board report, 
however, says negotiations for 



a new school site are nearly 
complete and that a new school 
should be available by the time 
the apartments are ready, or 
by September 1970. 

Council also appropriated 
$1,000 to the Virginia Beach 
Safety Council Moi^tethe first 
public money givensKne organ- 
, iartlon. Ano!a»er^fl,?iOO was 
appropriated for 'an "Actuarial 
study of retirenfent benefits for 
all city employees. 

Mayor Frank Dusch appointed 
David Norman, Curtis Payne, 
Murray Malbon, E. H, Church 
and Charles Kiley to a special 
committee to work with the U. 
S. Army Corps of Engineers on 
a study of beach erosion. The 
Army wants city approval to 
participate in a $17 million 
project for the oceanfront. The 
committee is expected to make 
its recommendations by the end 
of June. 



Teens Stop Escapee

Four Kellam High School stu- 
dents who captured a 17-year- 
old juvenile as he attempted to 
escape from custody Monday 
, morning have been praised by 
City Manager Roger Scott as 
"a remarkable example that 
young people do have respect 
for law and order." 

The students have been ident- 
ified as Bill Bailey, 18, Dwyer 
Road; William Robinson, 17, 
iripk Street; Frank Bailey, 
Pinewood Drive; and Frank 
Fihrig, 19, Maverick Street 
had just arrived at the Court- 
house complex to attend a sess- 
ion of City Council as a school 
field trip. 

City Sgt. John E. Marr told 
this reporter the juvenile was 
one, of a group of 14 prisoners^ 
who were being taken from the 
City Jail to appear in court. 
Although the juvenile was not 



due in court until next Tues- 
day on two charges of statu- 
tory burglary, he somehow 
managed to poseas another juv- 
enile who was due in court 
on charges of vagrancy. Marr 
said that when the group, 
approached the new Admin-t 
istration Building the juvenile 
broke and ran through the 
Courthouse parking lot darting 
between parked cars. 

When the prisoner began his 
flight Deputy Horace Shirley, 
a member of the prisoner es- 
cort, called for the juvenile to 
halt and fired several warning 
shots into the air. 

Moments before the attempt- 
ed escape began 1 had entered 
the office of Capt. G. K. Bryan, 
officer in charge of the Police 
Traffic Division and was in the 
process of checking over night 
activities when Sheriff Marr 
came into the office.

Marr reported the incident 
to Capt. Bryan and requested 
the aid of Sgt. Kenneth J. La- 
Grotta to get a K-9 police dog 
to track the escapee. 

I told Marr and Bryan that 
LaGrotta and I had been talk- 
ing in the hallway a few mom- 
ents ago, so I went into the 
hall to summon him. Marr, 
following his report of what had 
happened, joined LaGrotta and 
me as we rushed out the back 
of police headquarters. We were 
met by Shirley who reported 
the .fleeing juvenile had been 
captured. 

Bill Bailey, in retelling the 
incident, said, "We were all 
standing at Fab'rig's car. Iheard 
a shot and saw these people 
running and tWs guy came by 
and said 'don't let them get 
me'. Frank Fahrig and I took 
off after him as he ran throu^ 
the parking lot into woods 
across North Landing Road." 
By this time the other two stu- 
dents had joined the pursuers. 

Bailey continued, "The guy 
reached a big hedge and 
stumbled when he tried to get 
over it. I caught him and grabbed 
him with my arms and held him, 
and the others arrived and ttiey 
put handcuffs on him". 

The juvenile, in addition to 
facing charges in Virginia 
Beach, is also being detained 
for Norfolk authorities on a 
charge of burglary in that dty. 

City Manager Scott in prais- 
ing the high school stiidents 
commended them "for their 
courage...,disregatding their 
own safety to assist the offi- 
cers...an example of what a cit- 
izen's responsibility really 
means."

Atlantis to Reappear on Shore Drive 



Immediate plans for the in- 
itial phase of Atlantls-by-the- 
Sea, call for the beginning of 
construction of 200 garden 
apartments in the fall of this 
year, but when the entire deve- 
lopment is completed the 120 
acres will contain a community 
valued at up to $100 million. 

Plans were unveiled by de- 
veloper David I. Levlne for the 
tourist-residential complex, 
named by his 15-year old son. 
The area lies adjacent to Great 
Neck Road and Shore Drive. 
Levine owns land on the Ches- 
apeake Bay side, which was once 



known as Seaview Beach, and a

Men of the Chesapeake Beach 
Volunteer Fire and Rescue De- 
partment have been credited 
with saving the life of a truck 
driver after he was thrown 
into Chesapeake Bay during an 
accident late Sunday night. 

The man has been identified 
as^Oscar G. Thomas, 28, of 
Indian Rock Beach, Fla. 

According to Chesapeake Bay 
Bridge Tunnel Police Chief W. 
C. Meyer, Thomas was driving 
his tractor-trailer truck loaded 
with produce northbound over 
the bay crossing, when it coll- 
ided with the car of Marine 
Sgt. Dennis R. Mowbray as it 
travelled southbound. 

Mowbray, 20, attached to the 
Cinclant Compound in Norfolk, 
was fatally injured when he 
was thrown onto the concrete 
surfacing of tunnel. 

Thomas was thrown from the 
cab of his truck over the rail- 
ing of the bridge into the bay. 

Lawrence H.Stevens, a mem- 
ber of the Bridge-Tunnel police 
force, was cruising behind 
Thomas' truck when the acci- 
dent occured. After reporting 
what had happened by car radio, 
Stevens grabbed a liferingfrom 
his patrol car and threw it to 
Thomas in the water. Stevens 



then, by means of rope attached 

fi the lifering, puUed Thomas 
ack to a bridge piling. 
Chesapeake Beadi Vol- 
unteer Fire Capt. Thomas Mar- 
ois was lowered to assist 
Thomas who was still clinging 
to the lifering and piling. Real- 
izing it would be impossible 
to hoist the men to safety by 
rope, a message was radUoed 
back to headquarters for a litter 
basket. 

Marios said that after he rea- 
ched the water, "Thomas was 
about to give up, but when I 
was able to calm him down 
a bit he was able to assure 
me that no one else was in 
the truck with him nor in the 
water. It seemed like an eter- 
nity before that basket ever 
got down there". 

The accident and rescue 
operation resulted in closing 
of the bridge-tunnel to all tra- 
ffic, except rescue vehicles, 
for some two hours, 

Thomas received a collapsed 
lung and concussion in the acc- 
ident, and was rushed to Vir- 
ginia Beach General Hospital. 
Tuesday night he was reported 
m satisfactory condition recov- 
ering from his injuries.

14 Clubs Keep Her Busy

Health, civic, church and wel- 
fare leaders met last week to 
discuss establishing a Planned 
Parenthood agency in Virginia 
Beach. 

There Is definite need of such 
an agency said Dr. Madge May, 
head of the Virginia Beach Pub- 
lic Health Department. "We've 
(the department) been in the 
family planning business for a 
good while now. We feel in 
Virginia Beach that we did pion- 
eer work in oral contraceptive 
use." She added that the de- 
partment was the first in Vir- 
ginia to offer the inneruterine 
devices. 

"Patients are free to choose 
whatever method they want," 
said Dr. N^. "It has meant 
a great deal to a number of 
Virginia Beach women to have 
access to them. I know there 
are a number of women we're 
not getting to because we are 
short staffed. We need some- 
body to explain and give out 
literature. I have seen how 
well it worked in Richmond, 
and I would like to see it here." 

It was pointed out that many 
local women are too poorly 
educated to read the literature 
and need personal explanation 
which the Department of Public 
Health does not have time to 
give. Many cannot remember 
to take a pill every day. There 
is a 25 percent drop rate for 
the pills. Volunteers could find 
out why. 

Charles Howard, with the 
state Planned Parenthood org- 
anization, cited the population 
explosion (8000 new babies 
every hour) as a dange* to fut- 
ure generations. "Experts feel 
the quality of living will go 
down," Howard said. "There 
are now no longer surplus foods. 
The medical people are doing a 
better job of keeping people 
alive longer. 

"It (population explosion) will 
make the atom bomb look like 
a cap pistol. It's the greatest 
problem facing the world today." 

As examples of solutions to 



the problem he pointed out that 
in China women either must 
submit to sterilization after 
their second child or have their 
ration card taken away. In Japan 
women are allowed to have 
abortions on demand. 

He said that although there 
were 80,000 births In Virginia 
last year, 21,000 women sought 
abor^ons. He said there are 
50,000 on welfare. ' ' ^ 

"Anything like Headstart is 
wonderful." said Howard, "but 
that's just patching the problem. 
A child can't learn In a year 
what be should have gotten in 
five or six throu^ loving par- 
ents from the start. 

"Every woman should have 
the ri^t and knowledge and 
available services to decided 
how many children she wants. 
Every child should have an equal 
opportunity for success." 

Howard went on to outline 
what a group of concerned cit- 
izens could* do to help: provide 
transportation, distribute in- 
formation, talk to teenagers, 
develop a lay speakers bureau. 
"College students think they 
know everything," Howard add- 
ed. "It's amazing the misinr 
formation they have." 

He said that an educational 
program for school children 
is needed to teach them the res- 
ponsibilities of beine parente_ 
and to convince them m\. 16^ 
have large families. '- 

Planned Parenthood is supp-" 
orted by private contributions 
and by a grant from the Office 
of Economic Opportunity. Mrs. 
Hilda Snodgrass, who heads the 
Portsmouth office, has been in- 
strumental in starting a chapter 
here. The Virginia BeachCoun- 
cll of Church Women, United 
have pledged their support. 

Howard concluded, "Unless 
we do something as volunteers, 
the goverriment will have to 
step in In the future."

Look Furniture Over

It must continue to do 
this job over a long period. 

Actually then, furniture is 
a long-term investment, said 
Miss Katherine Habel, Exten- 
sion home furnishings special- 
ist at Virginia Tech. Before 
you make such an investment, 
find a good dealer. One who 
can answer your questions and 
give sound advice on style and 
value. Pay strict attention to 
what he says, it will add up 
or just be a lot of words, ad- 
vised the specialist. . 

Then do some investigating 
on your rfwn. Feel the chair 
or sofa. Does it seem round- 
ed to the touch, with no wood 
or metal noticeable? This is 
important because if you can 
feel an edge now, it won't be 
long before it comes through, • 

Run your eye over the welt 
line. It should go around straight 
and be neatly sewn. Notice the 
exposed seams; quality manu- 
facturers recommend seven, 
nine and 11 stitches to the inch 
according to tlie type of fa- 
bric and jseam usage. Look for 
the "contents" or "bedding 
tags" label which many states 
require to be on the bottom 
of an upholstered piece. These 
show filling materials and in 
what proportions. 

Look at the fabric too, said 
Miss Habel. Ls it one pitf^- 
of fabric or as it piecH). If 



pieefed, has the piecing been 
n^tly done with the fabric 
pattern matched with continuity? 
Lbok Ui»aer the otisliions. I» ttie 
cov%rin| underneath the 'same 
fabric as the cusliloh? This is 
another sign of quality. 

Check for availability of arm 
covers. These are separate fa- 
bric pieces exactly like the chair 
or sofa used to cover all arms- 
real protection in an area that 
wears rapidly. n 

Get an all-around view of 

the chair or sofa. The back 

should be as well-finished as 
the front. 



Then, sit down. Does it feel 
comfortable to you? Upholstery 
is one of the most individual 
areas of furniture buying, so 
make sure you feel "right" 
in the chair or sofa. Arm height 
is an important factor in com- 
fort. Are the arms at a level 
right for your body'.' Do all 
the upholstered areas seem re- 
silient and firm? ' 

One thing to keep in mind 
is that whert- an upholstered 
piece will get a ijreat deal of 
use and wear, close-woven, 
heavy fabric is more suitable 
than light silk or cotton.

The manufacturing process 
also greatly affect^ price.

Finishing is also important. 
Rough, improperly finished or 
polished pieces may become 
-discolored, stained and, if of 
poor quality alloy, even rusted. 

Staiidess steel is a hard metal 
and it is difficult to create many 
of the scrolled and heavily orn- 
amented patterns available 
without costly hand finishing. 
Stainless patterns range from 
copies of traditional silver de- 
signs to the most modern. Fin- 
ishes are either shiny or dull. 
While shiny patterns resist 
stains better, satin or brushwl 
finishes show surface scratches 
less. 

Knives with hollow handles 
are more expensive to produce 
than solid flat ones, as are ones 
with forged blades.

Japanese Ideas Help Yards 



With so many urban homes 
being built with tiny, almost 
postagestamp size yards, a lot. 
of homemakers may want to 
borrow a good idea from the 
Japanese and plant«riental gar- 
dens. 

The basic feature of an or i^n* 
tal garden is that it is designed 
by the grouping of three diff- 
erent shapes: upright, rounded 
or leaning, and flat or spread- 
ing. The groupings caa be re- 
peated throughout the garden. 

Emphasis is on materials 
that do not change, such as 
rocks, evergreens, and soil or 
pebbles. A few colorful flowers 
may be included. The trees and 
shrubs are pruned carefully 



each year so that they keep 
their form and size without 
seeming to change. 

Paths or stepping stones lead 
you around the garden turning 
here or there to make you 
pause when there is something 
special to admire.^ Water is an 
important element in a Japanese 
garden, both for the sight of it 
and the sound. 

Some appropriate plant mat- 
erials for the oriental garden 
include bamboo for the vertical 
or upright shapes, dwarf aza- 
leas for the recumbent ones, 
and rounded moss or prostrate 
cotoneaster as the horizontal. 



You're concerned about in- 
sects and plant "^disease. And 
with good reason. For you can 
be pretty sure that you'll have 
aphids and black spot on the 
roses, wilt on the asters, 
t)irips on the gladioli. 

It's easier than you may think 
to keep insects and plant dis- 
eases under control. Just follow 
this sinple rule: put the right 
pesticide where the trouble is. 
You can generally find out what 
the right pesticide is by talking 
to the clerk in the garden supply 
department of your favorite 
store. Or you can get help from 
your county agricultural agent. 
But the important thing is; to 
apply that pesticide where the 
trouble is. That way you'll get 
effective control of insects and 
plant disease. 

You'll find you have a choice 
of applying pesticides by either 
spraying or dusting - putting 
them on in either liquid form or 
in dry form. In either case, 
the size of your equipment will 
usually depend on the number 
of plants you need to take care 
of. Choosje a size that will let 
you get your spraying or dusting

The next Important point is to 
insist on a sprayer or dust- 
er that will put the pesticide 
where the trouble Is. This 
means one with an adjustable 
nozzle and an extension tube 
so you can aim the spray or 
dust exactly where you want 
it. , 

Whether you spray or dust is 
pretty much up to your personal 
preference. Some folks feel that 
sprayers aire more accurate In 
placing the pesticide and there- 
fore can givebetter results than 
dusters. Others like to dust 
because getting ready is so 
easy. You just pour the dust 
as it comes from the package 
into the container of the duster 
and go to work. 

For spraying compressed 
air sprayers with tank? ranging 
from one to six gallons are the 
most popular. They usually 
come with extensions which let 
you reach in toward the center 
of plantings or reach up into 
shrubs and small trees. 

They should have either an 
adjustable nozzle or a curved 
extension so that you can apply 
the spray down from above, 
in from the side, and up from 
below. This last is real import- 
ant because many insects and 
plant diseases are found on ttie 
bottom of the leaves and carry 
on their damaging activities 
at this point of comparative 
security. Drenching a plant 
from the top can, and often 
does, leave many pests un- 
touched and free to continue 
their damage.. 

If you have some taller shrubs 
or trees to spray, a slide pump 
sprayer is excellent. It provides 
pressures to 150 pounds which 
is enough to reach 20 or 30 
feet up Into the trees and to 
penetrate dense foliage in 
shrubs and other plantings. 

For larger size plantings, 
power sprayers provWe the ul^- 
timate In effortless spraying. 

Dusters are available in a 
choice of sizes also. The most 
l^pitlar duster is the plunger 
type. Wfeen this tool is equip- 
ped with an extension and an 
adjustable nozzle. It too meets 
the basic requirement for 
equipment. It puts the pesticide 
where the trouble is.
